On 11/3/93, 1420hrs, I contacted Stearns County Sheriff's 
Department, St. Cloud, MN. I requested mailed copies of alert 
flyers and/or photographs of Jacob Wetterling, as FAX'd copies 
received were of poor quality and therefore of no value. 

On 11/3/93, 1452hrs, I contacted Carolyn Boser per at her 
place of employment via telephone. She stated substantially the 
same as contained in the original report. She added that the 
adult male was controlling and intimidating, but without any 
physical contact between the juvenile and himself. Carolyn stated 
that the juvenile didn't appear to be in a happy mood, although 
his voice didn't sound distressed, but was of a curious tone. 

Carolyn stated that the juvenile would ask about various 
liquors, questioning if they would make him drunk. When Carolyn 
advised him that they would, the juvenile would reply back that 
he didn’t want to get drunk. 

On 11/9/93, 1520hrs, Carolyn came into KCSD for the purpose 
of viewing the alert flyers received from Stearns County 
Sheriff’s Department on 11/8/93. She stated that the juvenile 
looked similar to that of Jacob's photograph, age 11 years. She 
stated that the juvenile definitely didn't look at all like the 
age enhanced photograph. Carolyn stated that the juvenile was not 
15 to 16 years of age, but most likely only 10 to 12 years old.

He travels alot 
and seems to come to this area on the weekends during the hunting 
season (Oct-Nov) . He estimates his age in the middle 4Os, plus or 
minus.

“He‘s really not listed as a 
suspect, but he’s listed as a target 
in the investigation because of 
information we have received," 
said the police source, “We have 
not tied him into this area, and 
there’s no way we could call hint 
a suspect" 

Butcavage's attorney said his 
client has never been questioned 
and never been identified to the 
attorney as a suspect in the 
Himebaugh case. 

The Press source spoke only 
after WCAU-TV in Philadelphia 
on Tuesday aired footage of a 
police officer climbing through a 
second-story window of what it 


identified as ButCBvage's unoc¬ 
cupied home, . 

The TV station, citing its own 
sources, said police were con¬ 
ducting a nighttime search of the 
home last Thursday. 

The first search in February 
was triggered by an affidavit giv¬ 
en by a male prostitute, the 
source said. 

The prostitute said Butcavage 
showed him a videotape showing 
a boy who resembled Hime¬ 
baugh. The video was of a sexual 
nature, the source said. 

Butcavage does resemble a 
man wanted for questioning in 
the case and who was depicted in 
a composite sketch police re¬ 
leased lest month, the source 
said. 

“His lawyer knows (about the 
investigation). Therefore, I don’t 
know if we’ll be able to talk to 
him,” the source said. 

Police tried to saturate the 
Havertown area with copies of 
the sketch in hopes of getting 
information, the source said.

Dear Parents of St. Cloud Youth Hockey: 


This is an open letter urging increased involvement of parents in remedying 
for the future the problem 1 perceive of politics in travel team selections 
After three seasons of continued work towards objectivity and fairness 
during tryouts, 1 have resigned as travel team coordinator. 

The primary issue appears to be the conflict in philosophy between those 
who believe in using a planned, objective system utilizing ratings from 
several experienced external judges during tryout activities versus those 
who believe in the total prerogative of the coach in selections. In some 
cases, a combination of the two works reasonably well. In a few, rivalry 
appears to become high and It seems that subjectivity tends to undermine 
objective efforts through manipulation, misrepresentation and covert pre¬ 
selections that may more meet the needs of a few adults than those of tne 


players 


It is my belief that parents, coaches and other adults must model behavior 
for youth that promotes the stated purposes of youth hockey: increasing 
player enjoyment and appreciation of the game, promoting good sportsmanship, 
teaching team play and developing hockey skills. To me, this means that, 
among other things, adults must remain non-political and avoid any efforts 
at preselections, clique-maintenance and promotion of personal agendas. 

At a time when the professionalization of youth sports, even down into the 
elementary school level, is a national scandal, hockey associations need 
to attempt to go in the other direction. However, SCYHA currently seems to 
be supporting the potential misuse of its top travel team leveLs to "man” 
later high school teams ( e.g. , allowing coaches to be in conflict-o£-interes 
situations) at the expense of the goal of developing potential in many young 
athletes, few of whom are headed for hockey stardom like Wayne Gretzky. How 
this distinction has been lost in St. Cloud is most likely historical as wel 
as due to any small group’s personal agenda. This could be countered in the 
future by the increased awareness and active involvement of more parents. 

I sincerely believe that an objective system is far more accurate in identi¬ 
fying competence in travel players and is much less subject to political 
activity and pressures than a coach deciding on his own. Perhaps the 
selecting of travel team players prior to selection of coaches would 
significantly remedy the politics. I urge parents to become constructively 
active in board meetings and committee work about to begin to look at the 
selection system for next year. 

1 do wish to express my appreciation to the many judges, coaches and un¬ 
named others who have worked tirelessly toward optimizing fairness and 
consistency in youth hockey for aLl*

Q. Would you state your full name, middle name and last name? 

A. 

Q. And that' 

A. That's correct. 

Q. And your date of birth i 

A. Yes. 

Q. what's your current address right now? 

A. , Minnesota. 

Q. Okay and you live there with who? 

A. My parents. 

Q. Okay. And you have a high school diploma, is that correct? 

A. Yes. 

Q. And that's from Litchfield High School? 

A. Yep. 

Q. And you actually have a quarter of community college? 

A. Yeah, up at Willmar. 

Q. Okay. You're here today, having come forward because you 
heard other people have come forward and basically you're 
ready to tell a story about abuse that occurred to you when 
you were a child? 

A. Yeah. 

Q. Is that a yes? 

A. Yes. 

Q. Okay, try to speak up a little so the typist can get all this 
when she listens to the tape. I think you told me that you 
still remember the very first time you were abused because of 
a significant event that had occurred that same week. Can you 
tell me about what that event was? 

A. Well on July 4th, 1979, my grandmother passed away and we had 
buried her a week later or so and when I got back from her 
funeral and that , Ron Harrison, had, ah, sexually 

abused me. 

Q. Okay and that's how you relate the date? 

A. Yeah. 

Q. To the funeral of your grandmother. 

A. The first time. 

Q. Okay, you lived in Park Village at the time? 

A. Yes. 

Q. And your mom's name is? 
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A. 

Q. Okay and she was it the time? 

A. Yeah. 

Q, And you had no father at the time living with you? 

A. No. 

Q. It was just you and your mom? 

A. Yeah. 

Q. Okav and vou lived in a trailer in the trailer park and your 

had dated Ron Harrison for a while? 

A. Yes. 

Q. And then she subsequently dropped Ron and your , 

which is Jane, dated Ron after that? 

A. Yes. 

Q. She was, in fact, dating Ron during the time that this first 
assault or incident took place? 

A. Yes. 

Q. And so that week of July in 1979 when you were first abused, 
you had ridden on your bike in the trailer park that day and 
gone over to see Ron and Jane and her daughter and also 

Ron's daughter , all four might be at that trailer when 

you went to visit, is that correct? 

A. Yes. 

Q. I think you had a red Huffy you said at the time with a banana 
seat and the high rise handle bars? 

A. Yes. 

Q. And you peddled over there, it was only across the back yard 
in the next row of trailers, is that right? 

A. Yes. 

Q. And this was like six or seven in the evening? 

A. Yes. 

Q. Okay when you knocked on the door what happened? 

A. There was no response. I opened the door and yelled in and 
asked if anybody was home and then I heard the TV on in the 
back bedroom and I walked back there and Ron was laying on the 
bed watching TV and... 

Q. Okay, what was the standard thing, when you went over there, 
ah, and your ant was over and there was people there, how did 
you watch TV usually? 

A. Well usually at night we'd watch TV in the bedroom, you know, 
and fall asleep watching TV, ah... 

Q. Just laying on the bed? 

A. Yeah. 

Q. Okay, so you believe, from what you recall, you crawled up in 
the bed and watched TV next to Ron? 

A. Yes. 

Q. Okay. From what you could remember, and I realize this is 
difficult for you, tell me what happened? 

A. Utn , he started touching me and then, ah. . . 

Q. Touching you how? 

A. My privates and that. 
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Q. Okay. 

A. And then he started kissing me and stuff like that. 

Q. Okay when he touched your privates you mean your groin area? 
A. Yes. 

Q. Fondling you? 

A. Yes. 

Q. Okay. You're how old now? 

A. Twenty-two. 

Q. Twenty-two years of age. So he fondled you in a way that at 

that time you, ah, you had no knowledge of exactly what was 
occurring? 

A. Yes. 

Q. He kissed you on the lips? 

A. Yes. 

Q. Okay. Did he also use his tongue inside your mouth? 

A. Yes. 

Q. Okay. Were you undressed by him at this time? 

A. No. 

Q. Was there any penetration? 

A. No. 

Q. Did he pull out his penis at all? 

A. Not that I remember. 

Q. When this incident came to its conclusion, can you remember 
how it ended? 

A. He told me not to tell anybody, not even my mom of what had 
happened. 

Q. I think you said earlier that he said it was quote our secret? 
A. I think that's what he said... 

Q. Something... 

A. Something like that, yeah. 

Q. You said at one point you resisted his grabbing and kissing? 

A. Yeah, yes, when he first started to kiss me then I didn't know 

what to do and I was gonna run out and he grabbed onto me and 
slapped me across the face and told me just to go along with 
it. 

Q. Okay. And then, did you tell anybody after that? 

A. No. 

Q. He was, in fact, dating or living with ? 

A. Jane was living with him. 

Q. At the time this occurred although she wasn't... 

A. Yeah. 

Q. And had dated your mom in the past? 

A. Yes. 

Q. So he was someone you trusted as family? 

A. Yes. 

Q. Other times during these, this early period in 1979, '80, you 

were too young to be on your own, you would be dropped over at 
his place for him to baby-sit you, is that right? 

A. Yes. 

Q. And these incidents progressed to, I think you gave me a 
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ballpark figure of one to three times per month? 

A. Yes, 

Q. Sometimes maybe three or four times one month, maybe once or 
twice in the next or once the next but an average of one to 
three times per month? 

A. Yes. 

Q. And they usually occurred in his shop? 

A. Various places but mostly at his shop, place of work. 

Q. He had his shop down near Viking Signs? 

A. Yes. 

Q. And his trailer was in the trailer park? 

A. Not that trailer park but... 

Q. Park Village. 

A. Park Village, yes. 

Q. So... 

A. He had two, he had one right next to his shop in the trailer 
park down there with somebody else living in it and then the 
one in Park Village where he was living. 

Q. Okay, so it happened either at his trailer in Park Village, 
which is near where you lived... 

A. Yes. 

Q. Or it would happen in the shop which was near Viking Signs by 
South Davis Trailer Park? 

A. Yes. 

Q. As you got older and you could sit yourself then the 
occurrences dropped off to maybe only once a month or so? 

A. Yes. 

Q. You said that within six months to a year, although it is 
difficult for you to remember, it was definitely sometime in 
the first year the acts which he performed and had you perform 
to him, ah, progressed from fondling and kissing to fellatio, 
is that correct? 

A. Yes. 

Q. He did take polaroid photos early on there somewhere too, is 
that right? 

A. Yes. 

Q. And do you know whatever became of those? 

A. No. 

Q. Those photographs would have been of what? 

A. Of me performing fellatio on him and me standing nude. He'd 

take a picture of my penis. 

Q. Okay. Did he also perform fellatio on you then? 

A. Yes. 

Q. Okay. Was there any penetration, anal penetration, that you 
recall? 

A. No, not that I recall. 

Q. This, ah, relationship fostered by him actually occurred 
between you and him all the way up until about when? 

A. Short of September or October of '92. 

Q. 1992? 
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A. 1992. 

Q. Now I think you said you had some complications in life that 
you can directly attribute to this abuse. Let's talk about 
these for a second. In July of 1991 you enlisted in the US 
Navy, is that right? 

A. Yes. 

Q. And what ultimately became of your enlistment in the Navy? 

A. I was denied enlistment or that moment of truth out in basic. 
I was told I wasn't needed or I was discharged from the Navy 
because of what had happened with me and Ron. 

Q. Okay, what they call a moment of truth where you have to go 
over your past? 

A. Yes. 

Q. With a psychologist or somebody? 

A. It's just a big open area and everybody's down there and if 
they have something that they want to say before they pass 
through this time they have to say it now otherwise penalty, 
I forget what the penalty is, it was a fine and, and prison. 

Q. Okay. So you lead on that you then, that you'd had this 
relationship with Ron Harrison? 

A. Yes. 

Q. And, ah, Ron had _ over the years because he'd 

, is that correct? 

A. Yes. 

Q. And so this relationship for your, with Ron 

surfaced, ah, dating back to 1979 and the Navy discharged you 
forthwith. 

A. Yes. 

Q. You moved to Sioux Falls at some point after that? 

A. Yes, right after I got back or pretty much. 

Q. And that was with your mom? 

A. That's with my mom's, ah, sister, or no my mom's cousin out 
there. 

Q. Okay and that's who. what's her name? 

A. Um, , and 

Q. And you actually had thought of suicide because your life just 
wasn't working out for you? 

A. Yes. 

Q. And you went to a counselor there? 

A. Yes, a psychiatrist. 

Q. But you never let on the relationship with... 

A. With Ron, no. 

Q. Okay. Would you go over for us what occurred in the last few 

weeks that's drawn you out to where you decided it was your 

duty to come forward? 

A. Well at first I thought it was just happening to me, you know, 

it was, it was only me that it was happening to. And then I 

heard about another boy that was going through the same stuff 
and I started thinking about it and that and then my cousin, 

, came forward and said that he had sexually 
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abused her and that, when I found that out that night my older 
cousin or I guess it's still my younger cousin but, about the 
same age, had come out and said that he had done it too. And 
then we decided, well, it's time to do something about it. 
That's why I'm here now. 

Q. Okay. I appreciate your coming forward with this. I want to 
give you full measure of credit for the difficulty this 
situation places you in and how hard this must be for you and, 
um, I appreciate your cooperation and support. Is there 
anything else you'd like to add that we haven't covered? 

A. No. 

Q. Okay. Thank you, this will conclude this statement at 1553 
hours.

molestation and that Kina or brought back a lot of memories 
about what he had done to me and from the sounds of it he was 
gonna cret .ith it. He can't. 

Q. And name is what again?

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Q. And where does Ron Harrison live? 

A. Litchfield. I don't know the address. 

Q. Okay. And backing up a little bit your parents, you had 
mentioned, went to visit him on Saturday or Friday, Saturday? 

A. Sunday. 

Q. Sunday? 

A. Sunday, after church, my dad and I stopped out there and he 
was just talking about the case and how it was suppose to be 
tried today and just complaining INAUDIBLE because somebody 
wasn't ready so and they hadn't set a date yet. 

Q. Okay. And you were explaining that you were also a victim of 
sexual assault? 

A. Yes. 

Q. Okay. And backing up, now you're fourteen years old? 

A. Yes. 

Q. When did this first start, if you can, just explain in your 
own words when it started with you. 

A. Well, it had been little things for a long time, ura, like I 
was always scared to sit on his lap but my parents, you know, 
just said sit on his lap and we'll leave and he'd like put his 
hand in my pants and be feeling me and that's why I'd never 
want to sit on his lap and I thought everybody knew that he 
was doing that and that's why I didn't want to do that but I. 

Q. When did this first start? 

A. I can't remember. 

Q. Roughly, ah, how many years ago, just. 

A. Um, the earliest time I can remember him doing that is like 
when I was five years old. 

Q. Five years old. And where would this take place? 

A. At his house. 

Q. At his house in Litchfield? 

A. Yes. 

Q. Can you describe that house for us a little bit? 

A. Um, it has kind of a long driveway and it has a Lee Upholstery 

sign right by the road because that's his business. 

Q. Uh huh. 

A. And then, um, the house is dark brown and it has a lighter 
brown trim and then there's a shop next door, like really 
close.

A. Um, most of the time, there was once when I was staying there 
for Vacation Bible School and I was there for the whole week 
and one morning, this was the last time he ever did anything 
to me, I got up before he did and their bedrooms are like in 
a hallway and at the end of the hallway are three bedrooms and 
um, there was an office on the side that use to be 
s and then there's a bathroom and then on the other

Q. Okay, the office, that 's bedroom is now an office? 

A. Yes. 

Q. Okay. 

A. And then, um, on the side that i bedroom is on 

there's a bathroom and on that ocner side right across from 
there is where I was staying. Oh, I'm sorry, the office was

A. j.u =. been a while since they lived there. And then the room 
I was staying in use to be 1 s and when I walked out in 

the morning he was still layiuy aii bed and he asked me to just 
go in and lay down for a while and he was feeling me and all 
that and it got... 

Q. How long ago was this? 

A. I was approximately eight or nine. 

Q. Eight or nine? 

A. Yeah. And, um... 

Q. So it was about five years ago? 

A. Yeah. That was the last year I ever stayed there for Vacation 
Bible School. I just kind of... 

Q. Okay. 

A. Pulled back from there. 

Q. Going back to that last incident that you were explaining, now 
Ron was 4" in his bedroom and he called you in? 

A. Yeah. had already gone to work and the girls were no 

longer sudying there, so. 

Q. So you were the only two home? 

A. Yeah. 

Q. And when he called you in then what happened after that? 

A. Um, I just laid in, laid down in there, you know, thinking 

everything would be all right, I would just get up in a little 
while and just go but then he started touching me and it, it 
got really uncomfortable and so finally I just said I'm 

hungry, I'm gonna go up and get some breakfast and so I got up 

and ate my breakfast and nobody every said anything about it 
and nothing's really happened since. 

Q. Okay, going into a little more detail, the touching that made 
you uncomfortable, what exactly did Ron do? 

A. He put his hand inside my underwear and pajamas and just 
touched like my butt and around my. 

Q. But he put his hand inside your underwear? 
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A. Yes. 

Q. Okay. Did he insert his fingers or anything in your vagina? 

A. I don't, I don't remember. 

Q. Okay. 

A. I was just so terrified at the time all 1 could think about 
was getting away. 

Q. Okay, do you remember what you were wearing, um, you had 
underwear on? 

A. Yes, I had, um, um, pajamas on. 

Q. Were they like a two piece top and bottom? 

A. No one piece, they were one piece and they had like that barn 
door thing in the back and they were red and white striped and 
1 remember that because my mom use to say I looked like a 
prisoner all the time when I had 'em on. 

Q. Okay, so they were like a one-piece type of thing? 

A, Yeah they just had that thing on the back. 

Q. Okay. 

A. That's where he put his hand. 

Q. And, um, did, what was Ron wearing when he was in bed? 

A. I don't know. I don't remember. He was covered up. 

Q. He was under the covers. Did Ron have you get under the 
covers with him? 

A. No. 

Q. You just laid on top of the covers? 

A. Yes. And after, after he started touching me I just left, I 
couldn't. 

Q. And was Ron saying anything to you when this was going on? 

A. He would say like you're a good girl, aren't you and I just 

wouldn't answer him. And then finally I just said I, I'm 

hungry, I'm gonna go up INAUDIBLE. 

Q. Okay. Did he touch you anywhere else then on your bottom? 

A. Um, that time? 

Q. Yes. 

A. Well, that and like on, on the outer like vaginal area but he 
didn't put his hand inside. 

Q. Okay. But he was underneath your underwear, right? 

A. Yes. 

Q. Okay. Um, how long did this take place that you, he had you 

lay in bed with him before you left approximately? Can you 

estimate? 

A. Five, ten minutes. 

Q. And then after you had gotten up did you tell him to stop or 
anything? 

A. No I just walked away and went in my room and I locked the 
door and got dressed and then went out and had some breakfast. 

Q. Did he say anything to you after the incident? 

A. No. We just went on regular, I mean, like nothing ever 

happened. 

Q. And, ah, he didn't tell you to not say anything to anyone or? 

A. I think he knew I wouldn't because I was kind of shy then. 
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anyway, and to tell somebody what happened he knew it would be 
too uncomfortable and I wouldn't be able to do it 

P. . you had been staying there at 

overnight... 

A. Yes. 

P. And you'd said for Vacation Bible School? 

A. Yeah. 

P. Where did you go to bible school then? 

A. Urn, it was, I go to church at the First Presbyterian Church in 
Litchfield but I think that year we were doing that, doing 
Vacation Bible School with the Methodist Church and I think 
they were held over there. I'm pretty sure they were. 

P. So you stayed overnight there for a full week? 

A. Yes. 

P. During that week's time was this the only incident that took 
place? 

A. Um, yeah, that pretty much ended the. I guess abuse. 

P. Okay. How about before that, . you said this was the 

last time that it ever happened to you, how about before that? 

A. Well it was just like I'd sit on his lap he'd touch me and 

stuff but, um, other than that like wb»" I'd stay there for 
bible school other weeks, other years, was always around 

and he never, never r 0311 ’ 1 '’ do anything wnen she was around. 

P. Okay, so Ron is ■*"ight? 

A. Right because he milieu ! who is 

P. Okay. Would you visit wicn chem oftenV 

A, We still do, often. 

P. Like how often is often? 

A. Like on Sunday's, almost every Sunday when go to church, 
afterwards we'll stop by there cause ■ gets movies 

INAUDIBLE. 

P. And that's been a pattern over the years that you'd visit with 
them pretty regularly? 

A. Yes. 

P. Okay. 

A. Except for like a couple of years we were kind of apart but 
then everything kind of got back to normal just lately and it, 
it was like right after this incident happen that we kind of 
drifted apart, we didn't get to visit each very often because 
my mom and I stopped going to church and stuff. Then, just 
late, then I was able to just push the memories away and just 
say forget about it and maybe it will go away and just lately 
we started visiting again and like I'd stay overnight but he'd 
always be in his shop and I'd just stay away. Keep my 
distance. 

P. Now you said that the other incidences he would pull you on 
his lap? 

A. Well like we'd be sitting in their living room and he'd have 
the chair at one end and the 10 rir T the side there was like a 
couch and my mom and dad and would be sitting there and 
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I'd be like sitting on my mom or dad's lap or ' s or 

whatever and I never wanted to sit on Ron's lao and uncy just 
thought, you know, I was scared of I was scared 

of everybody. So they said just sit on his lap and then after 
a while we'll go. And so I figured, you know, just get it 
over with, I know something's wrong but I'll just get it over 
with. 

P. Would he ask you to come sit on his lap? 

A. Yeah, he'd say come sit on my lap and, urn, I'd, I'd say I 

don't want to and nobody really thought much of it because I 

was really shy and just didn't want to do it. 

P. Okay. But you'd be encouraged by other people to go and sit 
on his lap? 

A. They didn't know what was going on so they just thought, you 
know, she's being shy, she has to get over it. 

P. What would happen then? 

A. Well I would sit on his lap and he had, he'd have me sitting 

on the side, be facing the other people and behind my back 

he'd have his hand in my pants and underwear and stuff. 

P. Okay. When you say he put his hand in your pants and in your 
underwear, how far down would he put his hand? 

A. Urn, until he could get where I was like, where my bottom 
touched his lap and that's as far as he could go or otherwise 
I'd be lifted up. 

P, Okay and other people would be in the room but they didn't see 
that happening? 

A. No, they just thought he had his arm around me or something, 
holding my back or whatever and he'd just go on in a normal 
conversation and I'd just sit there. 

P. Did he ever say anything about what he was doing to you? 

A. No, he'd just, you know, still he says you're a good 

girl, aren't ya. And that's the only thing that ever even 
slightly refers to what went on. 

P. Did you ever say anything to him? 

A. No, um, I can, I can think of what I'd say but I don't think 

I'd be able to say it because it's too bad. 

P. Did he ever touch you anywhere else, 

A. Um, I, I can't remember, really, it was so long ago. 

P. Did he ever have you touch him anywhere? 

A. No. 

P. And he'd never talk about this with you? 

A. No. Like I said I was always shy, he knew I'd never be able 
to say anything, I never said anything anyway so it wouldn't 
be any different. 

P. Okay. Did you ever t allr with anybody about this 

A. Um, and * took me down to Missouri on a plane 

once and I'd forget you Know, I'd be okay, I'd be sleeping in 
a different bedroom, I'd be fine, there'd be other people 
around and they had a girl my age so I figured I'd just stick 
with her all the time and so. 
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Who was that qirl? 


She lives in St. Peter's Missouri. 

And that's who, ? 

Urn, Richard and Janet Harrison. And Richard is, I think is 
Ron's brother. 

Q. Okay. 

A. And I wrote a, we've been keeping in contact, it's been like 
two years and one night I was watching a TV show about this 
girl who this had happened, who had this happened to and she 
had gone to court and she had won and I was watching it and, 
you know, the memories just came back and I went in my room 
and I just cried and cried and cried and I decided, you know, 
I can trust her. I'll write her a letter and then I'll 
be able to forget it, you know, somebody knows if anything 
ever happens, I won't have to worry about nobody knowing cause 
I didn't want to take it to my grave. So I wrote her like a 
two-page letter and she wrote back saying this was just 
recently, like a month ago and she wrote back saying, you 
know, she'd had, she'd never had that kind of experience with 
him but, um, you know, she made a few confessions of her own 
and then told me if you don't tell your mom or Jane or 
somebody. I'll tell somebody for you and I just haven't gotten 
around to writing her back since then. 

P. Do you still have that letter, " 

A. Uh huh. Um, not, not the one L wrote but the one that she 

wrote. 

P. That - rote back? 

A. Yes. 

P. Okay. 

A. It's, it's in my bible at home. I, I have my bible in my room 

for confirmation and I have it stuck in there cause I read it 

during confirmation. 

P. Did you ever talk to anybody else about what had happened? 

A. Um, Darlene Garcia, she goes to this school at about the same 

time. I got really worried because I had to go stay overnight 
there for a night and I didn't... 

P. Stay overnight at Ron's? 

A. Yes. And I, I was just like really jumpy that day and I, I 
mean I was just shaking all the time whenever anybody would 
tap me on the shoulder I would just, I'd jump and, you know, 
I'd be always be looking behind my shoulder and Darlene asked 
me what's wrong, you're so jumpy and, um, I went in the Home 
Ec Room with her because there's like the cupboard comes out 
in like a bar thing and then there's one kitchen and one time 
kitchen on the other side and I went on the other side and I 
explained why I was so jumpy and to my knowledge nobody else 
heard about that and then... 

P. This was how long ago? 
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A. About a month or so. And then after, like today, I told a 
couple of my friends because I've been like doing the same 
thing and they, both of them had me cornered and it's like 
they wouldn't let it go, they knew something was wrong and one 
of them had been in the office be, I told Mary Jo that I was 
gonna have some visitors today and she asked who they were and 
I naturally said there was going to be a police officer and I 
didn't... 

Q. Mary Jo is who? 

A. She's a secretary, she’s INAUDIBLE. 

Q. Okay. 

A. And, urn, my friend was behind me and she just cornered me and 
I guess she must have mentioned something to my other friend 
about me having a police officer come in. And I didn't know 
if she was even behind me when I said it or I wouldn't have 
said it and then they cornered me and asked me why I was 
having a police officer come and, well I'd had troubles with 
my dad once before, he'd been threatening my mom but my mom 
said, you know, he’ll never carry through with anything so we 
just kind of, he's all bark and no bite so they were wondering 
if I was having problems with that again and I said no, that's 
not my problem and, you know, I just kept on trying to tell 
them, you know, don't worry about it, don't worry about it, 
it's all right, I'm fine, I'm not hurt.

On March 8th, 1994 I interviewed Charles Joseph Unsinn 
DOB 01-06-39. He lives at Bryant Wi which is a small town in 
Langlade County. He used to live in Green Bay, Military 
service, Kenosha Wi and Helena Montana. I video taped a 
confession in which he admits to having various acts of 
sexual intercourse with two juvenile males. He claimed that 
those were the only victims, and both were distant relatives 
whom he had been entrusted with for fishing and hunting 
trips. Acts took place with both from ages 8 thru 15 and 
ended early this year. During interview he blurted out a 
mention of Jacob Wetterling. After the interview I asked him 
if he ever went out west fishing, and he said how far West. 

I said back to Montana, Dakotas, across the Mississippi, and 
he laughed and said no I didn't kill Jacob Wetterling. He 
seemed relaxed and other than him wearing a baseball hat and 
resembling a photo I had seen on a flyer and the fact that 
he molested two boys I would have left it at that, since no 
abductions were done, and victims were family. 

The reason I contacted you was that I became bothered 
after learning that we now have over 10 victims dating back 
for over 15 years, and that Mr Unsinn had told me that when 
he was living in Kenosha that the urge to molest boys was so 
strong that he felt compelled to work extra jobs to get those 
thoughts out of his mind...but he told me he had fought the 
urges till a son died about 6 years ago. Now I have found 
that he lied about beating the urges, and also some of the 
other victims that I have talked with were not family, but 
were children who he gained access to, thru a church boy 
scout troop called the royal rangers (Kenosha and up here), 
and acting as a big brother type to at least two women who 
had boys with no father in the house hold. 

I read the back of one of your flyers on Jacob Wettering 
also and saw the mention of the names of the two boys who 
were not harmed. is the name of one of Unsinn's sons, 

and is the name of a victim who lived in his house, and 

whom Unsinn said is loved by him 1ike a son, and who took the 
place of his son who died. In interviewing a 12 year old 
victim of Unsinn, the boy told me that Unsinn told him about 
a child molester who abducted a 12 year old boy and took 
photos of the boy naked, and the boy is buried and no one 
ever found him, and that if he (Unsinn) could get his hands 
on the guy that did that he would kill him as the little 
missing boy was his friend. 



at age 12 thru about 19 when he went into the service, and 
has had the urge to have sex with boys ever since. He is 
married and has several sons, and had a daughter die in 
Helena Montana. He still has a sister in Helena whom the 
family visits. Unsinn claims he was injured and collects 
SSI, and has no other employment. He did try being a small 
engine repairman at his home, but it didn't work out. 

I know you have all sorts of leads but I would rather 
you review this and decide if it needs further investigation. 
I have enclosed a mug shot of Mr Unsinn,

SYNOPSIS: On April 6, 1992, Winneshiek County Deputy Floyd 

Ashbacher contacted the reporting agent requesting assistance with a 
case possibly involving sexual exploitation of underaged males by a 
subject from rural Decorah. 

On April 7, 1992, Special Agent Scholle met with 
Ashbacher and Winneshiek County Attorney Karl Knudson to discuss the 
case. 


Ashbacher informed the reporting agent during the week 
of April 1, 1992, the Decorah Police Department received a telephone 

call from an anonymous male requesting to talk to an officer about a 
Winneshiek County resident identified as AUVN SENSOR. The Decorah 
Police Department referred him to the Winneshiek County Sheriff's 
Department and Floyd Ashbacher did receive a call from the anonymous

informant shortly thereafter. The caller, using the assumed name 
"PAUL" was a self-admitted homosexual and acquaintance of ALAN 
SENSOR, who he stated was also homosexual. He said that SENSOR 
was a "kitty hawk", i.e., had a sexual preference towards young 
boys and at a recent gathering of homosexuals in Minneapolis, 
SENSOR had in his possession and displayed approximately two 
hundred color Polaroid photos of nude of partially nude boys 
(ages 11 to 16), some engaged in various sexual acts. 

The informant saw several photos that he felt were similar 
in appearance to JACOB WETTERLING, a boy abducted from St. 
Joseph, Minnesota in 1989. He further advised that SENSOR 
resembled the WETTERLING suspect sketch he had seen on a missing 
person poster of WETTERLING. See Exhibits #1-A and #1-B. He 
stated that SENSOR also possessed pornographic video tapes at the 
meeting in Minneapolis. The Cl's apparent motive for calling the 
police was because he was upset that SENSOR was exploiting 
juveniles.

He also stated that a SCOTT FISHER and JACOB (LNU), 
homosexuals who currently reside together in Superior, Wisconsin, 
are receiving mail at a p.o. box in Superior. He said they are 
also acquaintances of SENSOR and JACOB has a house in Dubuque, 
Iowa that he rents out. 

The confidential informant implied that the informant lived 
in Superior, Wisconsin and stated he does talk to SENSOR on a 
regular basis. 

Special Agent Scholle contacted Detective Elbert Zaun, 
Superior Police Department, 715-394-0462 and a subsequent 
identity of the caller was made with information from the police 
department. Detective Zaun met with the informant and the 
informant verified he was the person that had called the 
Winneshiek County Sheriff's Department and he also agreed to talk 
to the reporting agent by telephone. 

Because the informant wished to remain anonymous at this 
time, he has been assigned a Minnesota Cl number of XI420 by the 
Minnesota Bureau of Criminal Apprehension, St. Paul office. The 
informant's identity can be obtained from their office or from 
Special Agent Scholle. 

Special Agent Scholle telephonically contacted the 
confidential informant on April 17, 1992 at his residence in 
Superior, Wisconsin.

with boys in some of the photos and video tapes that the Cl saw 
in Minneapolis. He also stated that FISHER and JACOB (LNU) were 
receiving commercial pornographic video tapes through their post 
office box in Superior, Wisconsin. 

The reporting agent advised the C.I. that an agent from the 
Minnesota Bureau of Criminal Apprehension would be contacting him 
in the near future for a follow-up interview. 

Special Agent Scholle has been working this case in 
conjunction with Special Agents John Paquette and David 
Knefelkamp, Minnesota Bureau of Criminal Apprehension, St. Paul 
office, 612-643-3048. 

Special Agent Knefelkamp did meet with the confidential 
informant on at least two subsequent occasions to interview him 
and plan a future meeting between the confidential informant, 
ALAN SENSOR, and an undercover Minnesota Bureau agent, in an 
attempt to see and possibly obtain the pornographic photographs 
in SENSOR'S possession. 

J Special Agent Scholle subsequently identified JACOB (LNU) as 
JACOB H. HOESLEY, 1306 Catlin Avenue, Superior, Wisconsin, DOB: 
T2-05-49, SSN: The reporting agent did verify 
through the Dubuque County Assessor's office that HOESLEY does 
own property located at 2215 Eagle Street in Dubuque which was 
purchased on October 21, 1977. 

According to Dubuque Police Department Detective Rick 
Hanton, a neighbor to this residence in Dubuque, stated that 
HOESLEY does return to the house during some holidays. 

Detective Zaun also verified that FISHER and HOESLEY do 
receive mail at the post office box in Superior and are residing 
together in Superior. 

Special Agent Scholle contacted Iowa DCI Agent Jim Saunders 
(Pornography Task Force) about this case and Saunders initiated 
contact with the appropriate U.S. Postal authorities to obtain a 
"male cover" over to review incoming mail at SENSOR'S residence 
in rural Decorah as well as his business in Mabel, Minnesota. 
Additionally, a male cover was to be obtained by the postal 
inspectors for mail being received by FISHER and HOESLEY at their 
p.o. box in Superior, Wisconsin. 

The Winneshiek County Attorney obtained a subpoena duces 
tecum for telephone records of SENSOR from his residence, RR #1, 
Decorah, Iowa, which are in his mother's name, Mrs. AMANDA 
SENSOR. SENSOR'S home telephone number is 319-382-5603. 
Telephone records dating back to 1987 were obtained from 
Northwestern Bell Telephone Company. Special Agent Scholle has 
reviewed the records and is attempting to obtain subscriber

information pertaining to calls placed from that telephone 
number. It should be noted that a large number of telephone 
calls were placed to various locations in the state of Minnesota, 
including the Minneapolis area. 

The Minneapolis Bureau of Criminal Apprehension has provided 
the reporting agent with case information and case photos 
reference the JACOB WETTERLING abduction case. A 1988 photograph 
of ALAN SENSOR (OWI-Decorah Police Department} is very similar in 
appearance to the WETTERLING suspect poster drawing. It should 
also be noted that according to the confidential informant, 
SENSOR does travel extensively in Minnesota and has been in the 
St. Cloud, Minnesota area on previous occasions. 

This case is also being reviewed for a possible connection 
to the unsolved sexual assault and murder of that 
occurred sometime between October 8 and October 10, 1987 in 
Dubuque. body was discovered near the Mississippi 
River and was covered with a remnant of carpet. had died 
of strangulation and no solid suspects were developed in the 
case. ALAN SENSOR currently owns and operates "AL'S Furniture 
and Carpet Shop", 129 North Main, Box 141, Mabel, Minnesota. 
Prior to opening this business, he operated a furniture shop in 
Kalmar, Iowa. Because JACOB HOESLEY, an acquaintance of SENSOR, 
has a residence in Dubuque, and both HOESLEY and SENSOR allegedly 
have a sexual preference for young males, the reporting agent 
will monitor developments in the SENSOR case for possible 
connections to the WETTERLING and JOHNSON cases.

Special Agent Dave Knefelkamp, Minnesota Bureau of Criminal 
Apprehension, St. Paul, Minnesota, referred Special Agent Scholle to 
Special Agent Herm Dybevik, Minnesota Bureau of Criminal Apprehension, 
Rochester, Minnesota, telephone 507-280-5548, as a contact for 
additional follow-up on this case.

repeated attempts by these agents to enlist the Cl's cooperation 
in this matter were unsuccessful, contact with the Cl was 
terminated in the early summer of 1993. Special Agent Dybevik 
received a letter dated March 2, 1993, from the Cl which is 
attached to this communique as Exhibit #1-F. Special Agent 
Scholle interviewed the informant by telephone on April 17, 1992, 
and a copy of this interview is attached as Exhibit #1-H. Agents 
involved in this case decided there was insufficient probable 
cause to obtain search warrants for ALAN SENSOR'S person and 
property at this time. 

Special Agent Scholle did contact Special Agent Jim 
Saunders, Iowa Division of Criminal Investigation (Pornography 
Task Force), Des Moines, and Special Agent Saunders agreed to 
send a fictitious undercover letter to subject SCOTT FISHER at 
P.O. Box 426, Superior, Wisconsin, expressing an interest in 
purchasing pornographic photographs and films. See mention of 
this letter by the informant in Exhibit #1-F. Special Agent 
Saunders did not receive a response from FISHER as of the date of 
the writing of this report (August 19, 1993), 

Special Agent Saunders initiated a request for a "mail 
cover" court order through United States task force postal 
inspectors in Des Moines on SENSOR'S home (Decorah, Iowa) and 
business (Mabel, Minnesota) addresses and SCOTT FISHER's address 
in Superior, Wisconsin. See Exhibits #1-1 and #1-J, 
respectively, for mail monitoring results conducted in 1992. 

The Winneshiek County Attorney did obtain a Subpoena Duces 
Tecum for home telephone records (319-382-5603) of ALAN SENSOR 
from 1987 through 1992. Subscriber information on numbers in 
these records are contained in Exhibit #1-K. It should be noted 
that a review of the records does show telephone contact was made 
to the residence of the confidential informant in Superior, 
Wisconsin, thus, corroborating the informant's assertion that he 
knows the suspect (SENSOR). 

Exhibit #1-L is a copy of the Minnesota Bureau of Criminal 
Apprehension reports sent to Special Agent Scholle by Special

PHOTOS THAT SENSOR HAD THAT LOOKED LIKE WETTERLING. ON A SCALE OF 1-.0, 
HE FELT THE PHOTOS WERE A 5 OR 6 IN SIMILARITY TO THE POSTER PICTURE 
OF WETTERLING. HE FURTHER STATED THAT SENSOR LOOKS ALOT LIKE THE

WEBBER DID NOT THINK THAT SENSOR WOULD KEEP THE PHOTOS AT HIS HOME 
IN DECORAH, BECAUSE SENSOR'S MOTHER APPEARS TO BE SNOOPY- WEBBER 
WOULD GUESS THAT HE WOULD KEEP THE PHOTOS AT HIS PLACE OF BUSINESS, 

BUT DOES NOT KNOW FOR SURE. WEBBER SAID HE TALKS TO SENSOR ABOUT 
ONCE PER WEEK BUT HAS NEVER VISITED SENSOR IN IOWA. THE TIMES THEY 
HAVE MET HAVE ALWAYS BEEN IN THE MNPLS AREA. HE SAID THAT SENSOR HAS

WEBBER STATED THAT SENSOR HAS TRAVELED TO THE ST.CLOUD, MN, AREA, AND

A FURNITURE SALE. HE KNEW THAT SENSOR HAS ALSO GONE TO THE MOLINE, IL, 
AREA BEFORE. HE SAID THAT FISHER AND HOESLEY WERE IN DUBUQUE AT 
HOESLEY'S FOR EASTER WEEKEND. 

HE SAID THAT HE IS NOT AWARE OF SENSOR HARMING ANYONE BUT COMMENTED 
THAT HE CAN GET VERY DEMANDING WHEN HE GETS DRINKING. HE IS NOT AWARE 
OF SENSOR USING DRUGS BUT STATED THAT SENSOR DOES LIKE TO DRINK BEER. 
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HE ADVISED THE RA THAT WHEN SENSOR CALLS WEBBER HE USUALLY CALLS HIM 
FROM HIS FURNITURE STORE. HE SAID THAT SENSOR'S MOTHER IS A BITCH AND 
THAT WHEN HE" HAS CALLED SENSOR AT HIS RESIDENCE, SENSOR’S MOTHER IS

TO DUBUQUE DURING THE HOLIDAYS. HE SAID THEY DRIVE A DEEP BLUE CHEVY 
WITH WISCONSIN PLATES, MODEL UNKNOWN. 

WEBBER THOUGHT THERE MAY BE ANOTHER PARTY IN MNPLS THIS COMING WEEKEND, 
APRIL 25-26 BUT DIDN’T KNOW WHERE YET. REFERENCE HOESLEY'S DUBUQUE 
RESIDENCE, HE SAID THAT A NEIGHBOR WATCHES IT FOR HIM WHEN HE’S GONE. 

WEBBER SAID HE WOULD BE WILLING TO COOPERATE AND INTRODUCE SOMEONE TO 
SENSOR BUT WANTS TO KEEP HIS NAME OUT OF ALL THIS AS HE LOST HIS JOB 
IN SUPERIOR OVER SOMETHING LIKE THIS BEFORE. HE ALSO MENTIONED THAT HIS 
BROTHER IS A JAILER. 

THE RA ADVISED HIM THAT A MINN BUREAU AGENT WOULD BE IN TOUCH WITH 
HIM NEXT WEEK AND HE SAID HE WOULD TALK TO HIM. HE WAS ASKED BY THE RA 
WHAT HE THINKS THE POLICE SHOULD DO ABOUT SENSOR AND HE SAID THAT HE 
HAD TOLD FLOYDCIOWA DEPUTY) THAT WEBBER THOUGHT MAYBE THE POLICE COULD 
FOLLOW SENSOR AROUND.

SYNOPSIS 


Information was received by SA Joel Kohout and SA John Paquette that SENSOR may be involved 
in child pornography. Chief Deputy Ashbacker received a telephone call from a confidential 
and unknown informant detailing SENSOR'S child sexual abuse and child pornography activi¬ 
ties. Ashbacker contacted SA Scholle who contacted the BCA and requested assistance in 
following up this investigation. 


PERSONNEL ASSIGNED 

MNBCA Special Agents Joel Kohout, John Paquette, Herm Dybevik and David Knefelkamp. 
DETAILS 

1. On 4-8-92, SATL Dennis Fier, SA Paquette and SA Knefelkamp met to discuss the status 
of this investigation. SA Paquette stated that he will make available reports and notes 
detailing the information he has received from Iowa authorities about SENSOR s activities. 
(See attached reports) 

SA Knefelkamp contacted SA Dybevik to request his assistance in obtaining information

about SENSOR. SENSOR is a well known business person in Maple, MN where he owns amJ 
operates a furniture and carpet retail store. Dybevik stated that he will provide as much 
current information concerning SENSOR as possible. 

3. in a conversation with SA Scholle, Scholle informed SA Knefelkamp that through Iowa's 
Pornography Task Force a mail cover will be put on SENSOR'S home address in Decorah and an 
administrative subpoena for all phone records to his home phone number from 1-1-90 to 
present has been prepared. This information will be forwarded to the BCA. 

4. SA Knefelkamp discussed this investigation with Chief Deputy Ashbacker on 4-9-92. 
Ashbacker stated that he is forwarding to the BCA a color photograph of SENSOR as well as 
a two year old video tape of SENSOR after he was arrested for DWI. 

5. Ashbacker further discussed with SA Knefelkamp the details of the phone conversations 
he has had with the informant who he believes is from Superior, WI. The Cl provided much 
information about SENSOR'S activities, including his possession of over 200 color Polaroid 
pictures of nude boys engaged in various sex acts. The Cl told Ashbacker that he could and 
would provide sample photographs that he will obtain from SENSOR. 

6. Ashbacker stated that he will put all of this information into a report and forwarded 
it to SA Knefelkamp at his earliest convenience. 

7. Ashbacker further reported that the Cl told him that SENSOR had been involved in a 
social gathering of gay men in Minneapolis on the weekend of March 28-29, 1992. That is 
when SENSOR displayed the numerous photographs. The Cl told Ashbacker that he was gay but 
that he did not engage in or believe in juvenile child abuse. The Cl further told 
Ashbacker that another social gathering of gay men was to take place the weekend of April 
11- 12, 1992, in Minneapolis, at a Regency Hotel near the bus depot. The Cl did not 
indicate that he would be in attendance. 

8. Ashbacker stated that Detective Zaun, Superior Police Department, was contacted by 
Ashbacker when it became apparent that the Cl was from Superior. Zaun informed Ashbacker 
that he thinks he knows who the informant is. 

9. SA Knefelkamp contacted Detective Zaun to discuss this situation. Detective Zaun 
stated that he has two possible persons who could be the informant. Both individuals fit. 
the general description as outlined by Ashbacker (see report by Chief Deputy Ashbacker 
which is attached). SA Knefelkamp requested that Zaun not attempt to contact the Cl at 
this time. At SA Knefelkamp's request, Zaun stated that he would attempt to determine 
whether either or both of the possible informants leaves the City of Superior for the 
weekend and will recontact SA Knefelkamp on April 13, 1992. 

10. On April 9, 1992, in a telephone conversation with SA Scholle, Scholle informed SA 
Knefelkamp that the police photograph (mug shot) of SENSOR shows significant similarities 
to one of the composites distributed during the Jacob Wetterling abduction investigation. 
Scholle also informed SA Knefelkamp that according to a source, SENSOR travels extensively 
to the Alexandria, Minnesota, area to purchase carpet, 

11. Chief Deputy Ashbacker, in a conversation with SA Knefelkamp, stated that the Cl told 
him that one of the photographs of a nude boy engaged in sexual activity that was in 
possession of SENSOR does resemble Jacob Wetterling. This was based on his recollection 
of the photographs seen in late March, 1992. 

12. SA Kohout and SA Paquette had contacted Chief Deputy Doug Pierce, Stearns County 
Sheriff's Office, to relay this information to them. Pierce stated that in the event any

search warrants were to be issued in this matter they would liKe to be present at the time 
and they were assured that they would be a participant in any such search. SA Sigafoos, 
case agent in the Wetterling investigation, was also informed of these developments.

SA Alan Scholle, Iowa DCI, has been in contact with winnesheik Co., 
(Decorah, Iowa), Chief Deputy Floyd Ashbacher. 

An unnamed informant (a self identified gay male who refused to give 
his name), advised Chief Deputy Ashbacher that on the previous weekend, 
(March 28-29), he (informant) and the above subjects along with a 
number of other unidentified subjects had been together at a motel in 
Minneapolis. 

At this gathering, a person known to the informant as Alan SENSOR, 
brought with him and displayed approximately 200 photographs, (Polaroid 
type) of nude boys. Some of these photos showed sexual activity. 

The informant stated that SENSOR is a "chickenhawk," who the informant 
believes has a fifteen year old male lover in Decorah, Iowa. 

The informant stated that he thought that in two photographs of a 
particular subject, that the subject looked like Jacob Wetterling. 

The informant was coming forward at this time because he was offended 
by the fact that nude, young boys and sexual activity were depicted in 
the photographs, and the resemblance of one of the boys to Jacob 
Wetterling. 

The informant believes that Alan SENSOR keeps these photographs in 
Mable. 

The informant indicated that he was afraid to contact the Minneapolis 
police department in regard to these events because he believed that 
some of the persons present at the March gathering were attorneys and 
Minneapolis police officers. 

The subject further stated that on the weekend of April 11-12 1992, 
there was to be another gathering including these same people at the 
Minneapolis Regency Hotel. This hotel is located across the street 
from the old bus depot. Three rooms are to be rented. 

According to SA Scholle, SENSOR lives in Decorah Iowa, and works in 
Mable Minnesota, {Fillmore County), where he owns and operates a 
furniture and carpet store. 

SA Scholle indicated that Alan SENSOR regularly travels between Mable 
and Alexandria, Minnesota.

SYNOPSIS 

This is a non-taped interview with the Mabel Police Chief LEROY KRIEGER in regards to ALAN 
SENSOR. 

PERSONNEL ASSIGNED 

MN BCA Special Agent Herm Dybevik and Fillmore County Sheriff Jim Connelly. 

DETAILS 

1. On 04/3/92, from 1200*1500 hours, Fillmore County Sheriff Jim Connelly and SA Oybevik 
met with Mabel Police Chief LEROY KRIEGER, Mabel, Minnesota. The meeting was in regards 
to AL SENSOR, owner of Al's Furniture and Carpet Store in Mabel. 

2. Chief KRIEGER said that he knows AL SENSOR very well but has never suspected him of 
any indecent behavior. KRIEGER said he has never received any information from the 
citizens of Mabel that would indicate any indecent behavior either. KRIEGER said that when 
SENSOR closes the furniture store for the day he usually leaves town, KRIEGER assumes 
SENSOR goes to his hometown of Decorah, Iowa. KRIEGER said SENSOR occasionally stays in 
Mabel and goes to the liquor store for a few drinks after work. 

3. SENSOR does not appear to associate with any one group of people in Mabel. SENSOR is 
well-liked by the citizens of Mabel, Minnesota. 

4. KRIEGER showed SA Dybevik where SENSOR's furniture store and warehouse are located. 
The furniture store is located at 129 North Main Street and the warehouse is one-half block 
north of their, at 203 North Main Street. The warehouse is on the northwest corner of the 
intersection of Neuburg Street and Main Street. The warehouse is rented by three business¬ 
es in Mabel. The front one-third is rented by Al's Furniture and Carpet, the middle one- 
third is rented by Amoco, and the back one-third is rented by the City of Mabel. 

5. KRIEGER said SENSOR has had two employees this past winter of 1991-1992. The full¬ 
time employee is SCOTT ALAN TWETEN, DOB: 10/28/68, and he lives at 106 North Maple, Mabel, 
Minnesota. TWETEN lives in the lower level of that house with a female by the name of 


























MARTHA GRAVES, TWETEN also drives a white 1978 or 1979 Cutlass Oldsmoblle. KR1EGER said 
that TWETEN is described as having long brown hair and wears earrings in both ears, The 
part-time employee is HEATH WENTHOLD. He lives at Greenlee Manor Mobile Home Park In 
Mabel, Minnesota. WENTHOLD worked for SENSOR part-time during the winter of 1991-1992. 
KRIEGER said that WENTHOLD is not working for SENSOR anymore as he works construction in 
the spring and summer months. 

6. KRIEGER said that SENSOR is always driving one of his two white vans that he has at 
the furniture store. 

7. KRIEGER said he does not know of a residence that SENSOR keeps in Mabel. KRIEGER does 
not think SENSOR rents or owns any property other than the furniture and carpet business. 
If SENSOR does stay in Mabel, he would probably stay in the office area of the furniture 
and carpet store. 

8. KRIEGER said that he will treat this informat ion/investigation as sensitive. If he 
becomes aware of any information pertaining to this case, he will contact SA Dybevik. 
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SUBJECT 

SENSOR, ALAN RICHARD, DOB/10-18-42 - Previously identified. 

SYNOPSIS 


This is an interview with an informant wishing to remain anonymous. The informant has been 
in contact with Iowa Law Enforcement authorities concerning this investigation and has 
stated his willingness to discuss the information he possesses with the BCA. 

PERSONNEL ASSIGNED 


MNBCA Special Agents David Knefelkamp and Herm Dybevik 
DETAILS 

1. In the initial stage of the interview, information was obtained from the Cl to fully 
identify himself-. The Cl readily admits that he is a gay male, but has no interest in 
child pornography or in engaging minors in sex acts. It is for this reason, he stated, 
that he is now coming forth to provide information about SENSOR and others involved in 
child pornography and child prostitution. 

2. The Cl states that he has known SENSOR since 1980 and within a year of meeting SENSOR, 
SENSOR showed him then and several times since, pictures of boys between the ages of 11 and 
17 posing in the nude and also engaged in several sex acts. Although becoming good 
friends, the Cl states he has never been involved sexually with SENSOR. 

3. The Cl stated that he knows the following about ALAN SENSOR: 

He lives in Decorah, Iowa, with his mother, and is a single person. 

He has portrayed himself as a funeral director and part owner of a mortuary (but 
the Cl states he does not believe that SENSOR in licensed as a mortician). At 
one time he was part owner of a funeral home in Decorah. 

He currently owns a furniture/carpet store in Mable, MN and also sells caskets 
to funeral homes. 

He travels extensively throughout Minnesota, Iowa and Wisconsin, and does pur- 


chase furniture and carpet at various wholesale locations, 

A great deal of his travel, however, is for sexual purposes. 

He feels that SENSOR may have numerous young male victims in the various cities 
that he travels to. 

4. The Cl was asked to provide information concerning the social gatherings that SENSOR 
organizes and attends in the Minneapolis area. Concerning those "parties" he stated the 
fol1 owing: 


On numerous weekends SENSOR rents a room at the Regency Plaza Hotel in Minneapo- 
1 is. 

He attends social gatherings involving adult gay men at various private residenc¬ 
es near the Loring Park area in Minneapolis. 

Several prominent Minneapolis area gays attend the social gathering. 

These people include members of the clergy, lawyers, educators, and at least one 
Minneapolis police officer. 

No sexual activity goes on while at the gathering, but many of the people present 
"pair up" and leave the gathering together. 

5. Concerning pictures of child pornography that he has seen, the Cl stated the following: 

As recently as late March, 1992, SENSOR brought in a manilla envelope to a social 
gathering and displayed approximately 200 Polaroid colored photos of nude boys. 

The Cl states that he feels the ages of the boys in the photographs were between 
li and 17. 

Some of the boys were posing in the nude and in other photographs they were 
involved in sexual acts with each other and also with ALAN SENSOR, 

SENSOR also brought two home made video tapes of boys involved in sexual activity 
with himself and others. 

The Cl states he believes the movies and most of the photos were taken in hotel 
rooms. 

6. The Cl was asked about his earlier statements that one of the boys in the photographs 
looked like Jacob Wetterling. He stated that he did not immediately identify the photos 
as Jacob, but that 4 or 5 pictures involved a boy who when others at the party saw the 
photos, made comments that the boy looked like Jacob. 

7. When asked if SENSOR was prone to violence, the Cl stated that SENSOR likes to drink 
and when he has several drinks he does get quite demanding, but that he does not know 
SENSOR to be violent. He stated that SENSOR has the money to buy young boys for sex and 
therefore does not have to force them. He further stated that SENSOR has never made any 
comments about abducting a boy or being involved in any violent acts against boys. 

8. The Cl was asked by Knefelkamp and Dybevik to discuss his knowledge of two other males 
involved in this investigation, Scott Fisher and Jacob Housely. The Cl stated the follow¬ 
ing: 


Fisher and Housely live in Superior, WI and in the gay community would be consid¬ 
ered "married". 

Both are gay. 

He is not currently involved sexually with either men, but was involved with 
Fisher at one time. 

The two men have a post office box in Superior and they do receive commercial 
child pornography through the mail on a regular basis. 

The two are in possession of a large quantity of commercial and home made videos 
and photographs of adult gay activity as well as child pornography. 

He does not know if the two are involved sexually with SENSOR, 

Housely also owns a home, which is currently vacant, in Dubuque, Iowa. The men 
visited there Easter weekend. 

9. SA's Knefelkamp and Oybevik discussed with the Cl what his further involvement could 
or would be during this investigation. He stated that he does not wish to be paid for this 
information nor does he want his identity known. He was assured that every attempt will 
be made to keep him anonymous. He stated that he feels he can obtain sample photographs 
from SENSOR and would also be in contact with SENSOR to determine when the next social 
gathering will be taking place in Minneapolis. 

10. With the consent of the Cl, a tape recording of this interview was made. The Cl did 
agree to meet with the agents again as necessary,

SENSOR did not stay at a hotel, but with a friend. 

3. The Cl stated that he did wish to continue assisting in this 
investigation. The proper BCA Cooperating Individual forms were 
completed. The Cl stated that he would agree to receive compensation for 
actual expenses incurred (such as long distance phone calls, travel, 
etc.) but that he did not wish to be a paid informant. 

4. The Cl agreed to continue to follow the direction of S/A's Knefelkamp 
and Dybevik, and provide information to the agents as he received it. 

5. After discussing details of the next step in the investigation, this 
meeting was concluded at approximately 11:00. 
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This is a report of an interview with a confidential informant conducted at a previously 
arranged location at 1700 hours. 

PERSONNEL ASSIGNED 


MNBCA Special Agent Herm Dybevik 
DETAILS 

1. At 1700 hours on 6-22-92, SA Dybevik met with Cl at a pre-arranged location. 

2. The Cl stated that on June 9, 10, and 11, 1992, he was in Minneapolis, MN and stayed 
at the Regency Hotel. The purpose of his being in Minneapolis at that time was to meet 
with and to party with AL SENSOR. The Cl stated that during these three days he spent in 
the Minneapolis area, he associated with SENSOR quite often, however he did not end up 
partying with him or with SENSOR'S friends. SENSOR introduced the Cl to a white gay male 
by the name of Steven Berg. Berg was introduced to him as a Minneapolis police officer who 
works out of the 4th Precinct. The Cl describes Berg as approximately 6', 210-220 pounds 
with black hair and a black mustache. The Cl stated that Berg is what is known as a 
chicken hawk in the gay community. 

3. The Cl stated that on June 9, 1992, he arrived in Minneapolis and met with SENSOR at 
approximately 1700 hours at the Regency Hotel for happy hour. During that evening, he and 
SENSOR had dinner together and drank together until approximately 2330 hours 3t which time 
they both split up. 

4. During dinner SENSOR asked the Cl if he knew a person named Dave that was gay and lived 
in the Superior, WI area, SENSOR stated the reason he wanted to know this is because in 
1972-1973 a gay male by the name of Dave had turned in a friend of his to the police for 
illegal activities. The Cl told SENSOR that he was not familiar with anyone that matched 
that description. The Cl went on to say that he asked SENSOR if he would be willing to 
meet with a friend of his who is a closet homosexual but that preferred young boys. SENSOR 
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told the Cl that he would ue willing to meet his friend and possibly to do some business 
with him. 


5. After dinner the Cl and SENSOR drank together for a short period of time and at 1123 
hours they went their separate ways. 

6. On Wednesday, June 10, SENSOR and the Cl were together until approximately 11:00 AM. 
SENSOR then left from 11:00 AM until returning to the hotel at approximately 8:00 PM the 
same evening. The Cl and SENSOR met for happy hour at the Regency Hotel again. me U 
stated that he was with SENSOR until approximately 0230 hours on June 11. At 0230 hours, 
SENSOR told the Cl that he had to leave and go meet someone. The Cl witnessed SENSOR being 
picked up at the Regency Hotel by Steven Berg, whom he had met the night previous. 

7. The Cl stated that he did not see SENSOR after he was picked up by Berg at 0230 hours 
on Thursday, June 10. The Cl stated that he left the Minneapolis area at approximately 
noon on June 10. The Cl did not hear from SENSOR until 6-21-92. 

8. The Cl stated that his reason for going to visit SENSOR in the Minneapolis area was to 
party with him and his friends. On Tuesday night, June 9, the person that he had just me , 
Steven Berg, at a party for a bunch of his friends which included SENSOR. The Cl stated 
that he was not invited to Berg's party that evening. SENSOR told the Cl later that the 
reason he wasn't invited to the party was the Berg does not trust the Cl. SENSOR told the 
Cl that it's just going to be a matter of time before Berg gets used to the Cl and gets to 
know him a little bit better and then the Cl will be invited to Berg's parties. 

9. The Cl stated that in the early part of 1992, he attended a party given by SENSOR in 
Minneapolis and the party was solely attended by gay males. At this party, SENSOR nad in 
possession at least 200 pictures of nude, young boys or young boys engaged in sexual acts 
with adult men. The purpose of this party that SENSOR gave was to pass around these 
pictures of these young boys. In attendance at this party, the Cl recognized two Minneapo- 
lis police officers in attendance* The two Minneapolis officers in attendance and taking 
part in looking at these pictures and discussing the pictures was Steven Berg and Bill 

Shis h- 


10. The Cl stated that SENSOR had told him that he would be getting in contact with the 
Cl in the very near future. The Cl stated that he would in turn contact SA Dybevik and/or 
SA Knefelkamp when this next meeting occurs.

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T he Abduction Of Jacob Wetterling 

O n the evening of October 22, 1989, in St. Joseph, Minnesota, Jacob Wetterling was abducted 
by a masked man with a gun while returnina home from a convenience store. A half mile 
from the Wetteriing's home, Jacob, 11, and 

were riding their bikes home after picking up a movie, when a masked man came out of a 
driveway, ordered the boys to throw their bikes into the ditch, turn off their flashlight, and iie face down 
on the ground. The gunman asked each of the boys how old they were. After the boys responded, he 
instructed to run into the woods and not to look back or he would shoot him. Next the gunman 

turned over, looked into his face, and told him to run into the woods or he would shoot. As 

were running away, they glanced back to see the gunman grab Jacob's arm. When 
reached the wooded area, they turned around again and the gunman and Jacob were 

gone. 

The boys ran to the Wetterling home where they told their story to the baby sitter who was taking care 
of their younger sister. The baby sitter called her dad and he called 911 and Jerry and Patty Wetterling. 
The police were at the scene within 6 minutes followed by St. Joseph fire fighters and about 35 officers 
from the Steam’s County Sheriffs Department, Tri-County Major Crime Investigation Unit and State 
Patrol. Two local FBI agents and five from Minneapolis were assigned to the case. A state helicopter 
equipped with a search light probed the nearby woods and fields. 

The search continued the next day with officers from the Department of Natural Resources using all- 
terrain vehicles that combed the woods and fields within a 2 mile radius of the abduction site. 
Helicopters flew over a 25 square mile area. A bloodhound from Minneapolis was brought in and led 
officers to tire tracks, confirming a hunch that the abductor had a car nearby. 

On December 14, authorities searched for a man who abducted and sexually assaulted a Cold Spring 
(Minnesota) boy in January 1989. Details of the two incidents lead them to believe they may be linked. 
Some of the similarities in the Cold Spring abduction are: Cold Spring is only 10 miles form St. „ 
Joseph; the abductor threatened to use a gun when holding the Cold Spring boy; the abductor held the 
boy for over three hours and threatened the boy with the possibility of not releasing him; the abductor 
wore army boots with his pants tucked in during both abductions; and when he let the Cold Spring boy 
go, he threw him in a ditch. Today, the authorities are still searching for that man. 

There have been numerous possible sightings of Jacob and his abductor all across the United States. 
Jacobs parents believe that Jacob is still alive and hope that with continued media coverage someone 
will be able to provide them with information that could bring their son safely home. 

Please help us bring Jacob home!

Dear judge Pearson: 

I have enclosed the Pre-sentence Investigation and Sentencing Guidelines Worksheet that was ordered 
on 11-6-95. The investigation and report were completed by Contract Agent Sarah Shockman. 1 have 
reviewed the report and support the sentencing recommendation that Mr. Miller be committed to the 
Commissioner of Corrections for a period of 19 months. 

The Court is presented with a 4>year-oId pedophile who has continued to engage in criminal sexual 
behavior with children notwithstanding being previously involved in extensive sexual offender treatment 
and previously having been committed to prison. In my opinion it is preposterous to believe that public 
safety can be protected by (placing Mr. Miller on probation with restrictions that he not have contact 
with minors. In my opinion Mr. Miller will continue to seek out either young males or older, 
vulnerable males to sexually exploit and it would be virtually impossible to monitor his probation 
supervision closely enough to prevent the continued exploitation of children. In my opinion Mr. Miller 
is one of a small percentage of offenders who needs to be incarcerated to the fullest extent of the law 
each and every time he becomes convicted of a sexual crime. 

During the investigation Ms. Shockman received heresay information that the defendant had stated "If 
he has another victim, he will go to Montana, take them to the mountains and fuck 'em till they die". 

I relay this information to lh«> Court to illustrate the mindset that I believe this defendant possesses. He 
is in rny opinion one of tho-.e small percentage of offenders who are unbeatable and who need to be 
incarcerated in order to prefect children from being sexually exploited.

This letter is being written to your office because of the probability 
of our having seen a group of missing children in Southern California 
in February 1972. 

We are aware of your interest in problems of this nature. We have done 
everything we could to this point but have had no information regarding 
those children. It is not possible to forget about them and it seems 
wrong not to pursue every possibility on their behalf. 

We are Seiior Citizens of Spokane, Washington. After retirement in the 
month of September 1991 we then went on an extended motor home trip and 
traveled along the Oregon and California coasts and on to the Baja. "From 
there we went north again to the little town of Brawl ey, CA. 

After a several week stay there we decided to go into the desert area 
and went to Slab City near Niland, California. This was a place three 
miles East of Niland where people drove RV's of all kinds into the desert 
and parked rent free. There are many such places throughout the desert 
areas of that country. 

We have always been concerned about the missing children of America 
and before leaving Spokane we had carried a clear picture of a missing 
child whenever we went shopping, without ever seeing him, but always 
trying to memorise his name, (Jacob Wetterling), and his face, never 
thinking there would be an opportunity to help in any way. 

Just before leaving Spokane in October 1991 we had received a postal 
card type of photo in the mail of a good looking little boy, (3 - 5 age 
group), and also the same type of photo of a pretty colored girl who 
was of the (3-10 age group). These were missing children photos. 

Thinking that there would be no opportunity to look for missing 
children while on vacation we did not save the photos as we should 
have done. 

We liked the desert area where we were parked at Slab City and after a 
couple of days had found our way around. Most of the following events 
happened to me, (Jessie), as we had not brought a tow car with us and 
my husband, (Jack) stayed at the camp site while I drove the motor home 
for shopping, etc.• 

On going into town to the grocery stare at Niland I noted an old station- 
wagon parked near the store- There was a pretty colored girl of the 8-10 
year old group sitting in the front seat of the S-rf, sitting next to 
another child. There were writhing figures in the next seat behind which 
were distorted looking, as if seen through a warped type of clear plastic 
material, so that the persons could not really be seen but appeared to 
be more like shadows, but obviously trying to attract attention. 





Noted in the rear windows of the S-W were chalk marks covering the windows 
to such an extent that it was difficult to see much other than that the 
rear seats were vacant. 

The S-W had no hood, not obviously noticeable, and was a large vehicle, 
grey or light in color, with a wooden panel, probably an older model Dodge, 

The driver of the S-W was a 1 30-year^oId* , attractive woman, Caucasian, 
with ’tawny hair’, without shoes, with very dirty clothing. This person 
was afterward thought to be possibly a young woman jogger who was 
captured many years ago, 

She was at the cash register when I went into the grocery store and I saw 
her drive away in the S-^ when i came out a little later. 

I sensed something evil in the situation. It seemed to me to be as a 
dead zone there at ’the cash register, but at that time I was also 
thinking of getting back to our camp site and getting established as we 
were having refrigeration problems. 

The next morning, however, I awoke and thought of the situation, suddenly 
realizing that it must-have meant the presence of kidnapped children, 
the missing children. 

Shortly afterward I went to Si land to contact the Deputy Sheriff at the 
Viland Sub-Station and explained the situation, my suspicion of missing 
children, and thereafter keeping him informed of the whereabouts of the 
S-5f as well as possible* His name is Jerry DeMorst and his card is being 
enclosed with this letter* 

After two weeks of searching for the 3-W we then thought of leaving the 
area and beginning the trip back to Spokane in March. 

There had been no sign again of the S-W and when I was again in Niland 
on a shopping trip I became acquainted with a young man who had offered 
to carry my groceries to the motor home. 

While talking to him I learned that he was a part time garbage collector 
at Slab City, and thinking that he might know of the whereabouts of the 
S-W without a hood I mentioned the S-4 and the possibility of there 
being missing children involved. 

He had already seen the S-W parked somewhere In Slab City and he was also 
concerned about missing children as his daughter had been a runaway but 
she was later found by him after a cross country search. 

Following this conversation I returned to the camp site, thinking that 
he would have more luck and that everything might turn out well. 
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Our canip site was located near the center of the 'city'just south of a 
main type of road and the next morning we saw the garbage collector's 
truck and he was driving around in our area, tfe then a little afterward 
saw the chalk marked S-W without hood moving along the main road In 
front of us f traveling from East to tfest. 

This S-W was followed by another, smaller S-W, brownish in color, also 
chalk marked, with furniture on the roof, and pulling a small, green, 
compact, rounded, old fashioned trailer type of vehicle which could 
contain children, equipment or whatever. This S-W was driven by a 
Caucasian man in a white shirt. 

All of this information was then telephoned to Jerry, the Deputy Sheriff. 

The next, morning, or very soon thereafter, a dark haired woman driving 
the S-W without a hood was seen at the camp site not far from where 
we were located. 

There were a group of children at that site. A young, blond boy of 
approximately twelve years old and probably the oldest child there 
had then gone willingly with this woman in that station wagon. It is 
my thought that those children were not yet exploited and were as yet 
were quite innocent of their situation* 

My husband (Jack) had referred to the group of children as the 'noisy 1 
church group, but I had been very interested in finding the 3-W and 
had not thought of the children nearby until the boy was taken away 
in the same S-W as seen at the grocery store - 

At that point I began to pay attention to the kids there* There were 
about a dozen being supervised by what seemed to be two 'late teenage' 
boys who shouted at them continuously. 

There were no church games and no school attendance* The little 'flock' 
of kids were called back to the camp site continuously, not going 
further than one hundred feet in any direction and avoiding neighbors 
except for the little neighbor boy who I then became acquainted with 
as soon as possible. They all seemed to be especially good looking, 
Caucasian children in that group and when one ran they all ran and it 
seemed to be instinctive rather than any social interaction- 

I walked by with the little neighbor boy and it so happened that a 
blond girl of eleven named Ellen, (who later volunteered her middle 
name of Ann and her birthday as being that day in February), had caught 
her finger in a car door and I volunteered to help with a band aid,- etc. 

She immediately, and without saying anything, had then gone to ask for 
permission from the adult type of teenager. She then came over to our 
motor home and I helped with her finger and gave her a small birthday 
gift. 


At this point it should, be noted that Jack had noted at the time of the 
early morning encounter and during the time that I went for the deputy 
that there had been a car from their camp site leave and then return 
before the arrival of Jerry to their camp site. I believe this would 
mean that they had time to alert the people in the 3-W during that 
time. Jack had observed this while sitting in a lawn chair at our 
site. 


It seems that the 'criminals' are very well organized. It seems that 
ignorance and poverty are obvious, but it also seems that there is a 
confidence/competence of long-standing. 

Following the viewing of the photos which did not reveal any of the 
children we then talked to Jerry about beginning the search when we 
arrived back in Spokane. 

We then packed up and drove to Holtville nearby, another desert area 
for RV's with a natural hot spring. 

Upon returning to Brawley a few days later a S-W resembling the one 
seen first at the grocery store in Niland was seen - with sparkling 
clean windows and loaded down with clothing, blankets, etc. It was 
leaving Brawley and going East and there was no time to note the 
condition of the hood. 

We mailed Jerry all the information we could think of or had forgotten 
to mention and then left for Spokane- It is my belief that this would 
not be a crime of abused children or a dysfunctional family, but 
rather just as stated throughout this writing. 

We returned to Spokane and from March 1992 until late August we looked 
at photos received from numerous agencies, without success. With 
r*cj-rrfl5.ssion granted from them we then sent all of the photos to Jerry 
as there seemed to be a scarcity of photos in that area. We also 
enclosed a letter to Jerry and asked him to write if there were any 
news at all but as of this date we have not received a reply from him- 

A few other pertinent remarks might be as follows: The deputy had 
said that if any of the kids would say that they were kidnapped that 
he could then do something but I believe that they did not really 
know the score and had not Deen exploited — but if *.he xids j_irst 
seen in the S-W were Questioned they would certainly talk if they 
could get away. I believe that the chalx-marked S-W indicated evil, 
such as child pornography. 

These people told the Deputy Sheriff that they were going to go to 
the next county for welfare checks. The little neighbor boy had told 
me that the kids told him that they were going to be picking onions 
in the onion fields. 
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Another good thought at that time was of having a good camera along 
and instead of searching for photos to have just taken a good, 
smiling picture of the little boy. There is kind of an impression 
from the first glimpse of him back in Spokane that his home was 
back in the area of the Great Lakes somewhere. 

We do not want anything at all. Just the thought of helping in any 
way to rescue missing children would be a great reward. When a 
person considers the woman thought to have been the captured jogger 
and being in captivity for possibly fifteen years, as well as all 
the little innocent children, and Jacob, now about fourteen years old 
approximately, it seems imperative that the criminals should be 
stopped as soon as possible. 

I also have the impression that this gang of people might be responsible 
for all of the missing children of America. 

We would like to say that we enjoy watching Unsolved Mysteries and 
have watched it for years. We hope there will be good news about 
these children some time in the future. 

It is now felt that we have done everything possible in informing 
people of what we have seen and believed. We thank you for listening 
and we thank you very much for anything which you might do on their 
behalf.

You and I met during a profiling recommendation discussion 
held at the Minneapolis Park Police Station about six months 
ago. I was suggesting that you contact Richard Walter, a 
psychologist with both a criminology and a profiling 
background (517) 788-7560. I continue to advocate that 
position and remain a strong advocate of your asking him what 
he can do to assist your Department. 

In an unrelated matter, on March 6, 1993, the Minneapolis 
Park Police Department located a DOA missing person in a 
secluded forested area. This was accomplished, in part, with 
the help of clairvoyant, Charlyn Ta^t (667-7152), who 
provided information to the family .regarding the whereabouts 
of their loved one. The clairvoyant's information was used 
by Sergeant Evenrud, of our Department, to assist in locating 
the missing individual. 

Last week, Charlyn Tate called Sergeant Evenrud and spoke to 
him about the Jacob Wetterling investigation. He asked that 
I speak to her because of my past involvement with Wetterling 
leads, etc. A tape recording of my phone conversations with 
her and others is included with this letter. 

During the phone conversation she told me that she worked on 
a missing person case with police in Eau Claire, WI. This 
was verified by myself when I called both an investigator and 
the Chief of that Department. Taped conversation begins at 
the start of side A, but the tape is now set to a 
conversation that occurred between myself and the Chief of 
Eau Claire. 

That conversation is followed by a seven minute conversation 
with Charleen Tate. No promise of acceptance of her offer to 
assist in the investigation was ever made. 

Please be aware that I am not asking that you involve her in 
the Jacob Wetterling case. I am merely forwarding her offer 
to be of assistance.

The matter is on the calendar for a plea hearing on 
a complaint charging multiple counts relating to criminal 
sexual conduct. Is there a plea petition? 

MR. NAATZ: Yes there is, Your Honor. We have come 
to an agreement. It is set forth in a Rule 15 petition to 
enter a plea of guilty. 

THE COURT: Mr. Bishop, your attorney has filed 
with the Court a petition consisting of four pages and on the 
last page appears two signatures "Brian Linn Bishop". Are 
those your signatures? 

THE DEFENDANT: Yes. 

THE COURT: Did you go over the paragraphs on the 
petition including the paragraph outlining the plea agreement 
with your attorney prior to signing it? 

THE DEFENDANT: Yes. 

THE COURT: It is your intention today to enter a 
plea of guilty to two of the counts on the complaint? 

THE DEFENDANT: Yes. 

THE COURT: Do you have any questions either about 
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your rights contained on the petition or the proceedings? 

THE DEFENDANT: No. 

THE COURT: Mr. MacLean, read the charge in count 

seven. 

MR. MACLEAN: State of Minnesota versus Brian Linn 
Bishop, date of birth: November 11, 1964. 

That on or about July 1989 at Hennepin County, the 
juvenile victim currently residing in Lyon County, committed 
count seven, criminal sexual conduct in the third degree as 
to the first incident in violation of Minnesota Statutes 
Section 609.344, Subdivision 1(c), carrying a maximum 
sentence of fifteen years in prison, a thirty thousand dollar 
fine or both. 

That then and there the above named defendant 
engaged in sexual penetration with a juvenile male, , 

date of birth: ; and the actor or an accomplice used 

force or coercion to accomplish the penetration. 

THE COURT: Brian Linn Bishop, to the charge as 
read of criminal sexual conduct in the third degree, how do 
you plead: Guilty or not guilty? 

THE DEFENDANT: I plead guilty. 

THE COURT: Mr. MacLean, the charge in count 

fourteen. 

MR. MACLEAN: Thank you, Your Honor. State of 
Minnesota vs. Brian Linn Bishop, date of birth: November 11, 
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1 1964. 

2 That on or about July of 1989 at Hennepin County, 

3 the juvenile victim currently residing in Lyon County, 

4 committed criminal sexual conduct in the third degree as to 

5 the second incident in violation of Minnesota Statutes 

6 Section Section 609.344, Subdivision 1(c), with the maximum 

7 sentence of fifteen years in prison, a thirty thousand dollar 

8 fine or both. 

9 That then and there the above named defendant 

10 engaged in sexual penetration with a juvenile male, , 

11 date of birth: ; and the actor or an accomplice used 

12 force or coercion to accomplish the penetration. 

13 THE COURT: Brian Linn Bishop, to the charge as 

14 read of criminal sexual conduct in the third degree in count 

15 fourteen of the complaint, how do you plead: Guilty or not 

16 guilty? 

17 THE DEFENDANT: Guilty. 

18 THE COURT: I would have you come forward and take 

19 an oath and be seated on the witness stand. 

20 BRIAN LINN BISHOP , 

21 was called as a witness, having been first duly sworn on oath 

22 administered by the Deputy Court Administrator, was examined 

23 and testified as follows: 

24 DIRECT EXAMINATION 

25 BY THE COURT: 
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Q Would you state for the record your full name. 

A Brian Linn Bishop. 

Q And what is your current address? 

A 1343 Easter Lane. 

Q 1343 East what? 

A Easter Lane, Eagan, Minnesota. 

Q And are you 26 years of age and were you born on 
November 11, 1964? 

A Yes. 

Q And where were you born? 

A Esterville, Iowa. 

Q And you are the defendant in this proceeding? 

A Yes. 

Q And you are appearing today and have entered pleas of 

guilty to two charges of criminal sexual conduct in the 
third degree involving an individual identified as 

. who was born on , and the charges to 

which you are entering a plea of guilty are having 
engaged in sexual penetration with that juvenile and 
that you used force or coercion to accomplish the sexual 
penetration. 

MR. NAATZ: Your Honor, it should read that he or 

an accomplice used force or coercion to obtain penetration. 

Q That you or an accomplice used force or coercion to 
accomplish penetration? 
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Not by me. It happened but the coercion never occurred 


by me. 


All right. The charges to which you are entering a plea 
of guilty are two counts of criminal sexual conduct in 
the third degree in which it is alleged that you engaged 
in sexual penetration with a juvenile male whose date of 


birth was 


and that you or an accomplice 


used force or coercion to accomplice said penetration? 
Correct. 

And have you had sufficient time to discuss this case 
with your attorney? 

Yes. 

Are you satisfied that your attorney is fully informed 
to the facts of the case and that he has represented 
your interests and fully advised you? 

Yes. 

And have you been told by your attorney and do you 
understand that upon a plea of not guilty that you would 
have a right to a trial by a jury and that a finding of 
guilty would not be possible unless all jurors agreed? 
Yes. 

Have you been told by your attorney and do you 
understand that you will not have a trial by either a 
jury or by a judge without a jury if you plead guilty? 
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Do you waive your right to have a trial? 

Yes, I do. 

And have you been told by your attorney and do you 
understand that if you wish to plead not guilty and have 
a trial that you would be presumed to be innocent until 
your guilt is proved beyond a reasonable doubt? 

Yes. 

Have you been told by your attorney and do you 
understand that if you wish to plead not guilty and have 
a trial that the prosecutor would be required to have 
witnesses testify in open court in your presence and 
that you would have the right through your attorney to 
question these witnesses? 

Yes. 

Do you waive your right to have witnesses testify in 
your presence in court and be questioned by your 
attorney? 

Yes. 

Have you been told by your attorney and do you 
understand that if you wish to plead not guilty and have 
a trial that you would be entitled to require witnesses 
to appear and testify in your behalf? 

Yes. 

Do you waive this right? 
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Q Have you been told by your attorney and do you 

understand that the maximum penalty that the Court could 
impose for the crimes of criminal sexual conduct in the 
third degree would be fifteen years in prison, a fine of 
thirty thousand dollars or both? 

A Yes. 

THE COURT: Is there a mandatory minimum? 

MR. MACLEAN: Not that I am aware of, Your Honor. 
THE COURT: I would assume maybe only if the force 
or coercion would be a weapon. 

MR. MACLEAN: And there was no weapon involved. 

Your Honor. 

THE COURT: I am not aware of any other statute on 
mandatory minimum that would apply. 

MR. MACLEAN: I don't see any other. 

MR. NAATZ: There is no repeat offender thing that 
would come into play in this case either. 

THE COURT: Okay. As to the plea agreement, the 
plea agreement would call for following the Sentencing 
Guidelines? 

MR. MACLEAN: Yes, Your Honor. 

THE COURT: Do you want to explain the 44 to 45 

months? 

MR. MACLEAN: There was some uncertainty as to this 
defendant's criminal history points, Your Honor. If this 
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defendant has two criminal history points, then the top end 
of that range is 44 months. If on the other hand, this 
defendant has three criminal history points, then the bottom 
end of that range for a level seven offense is 45 months. We 
are certain that is one or the other but the Probation 
Officer that handles felonies is not available today. 

THE COURT: Would you contemplate that we would be 
going ahead with sentencing or could I — Will she be back in 
Lyon County tomorrow? 

MR, MACLEAN: It is my understanding that she would 
be back by Thursday, Your Honor, and it is the anticipation 
that sentencing will proceed today with the Post-Sentencing 
Worksheet. 

THE COURT: okay. 

Q (By the Court, continuing) Has your attorney, Mr. 

Bishop, told you that he has discussed the case with the 
prosecuting attorney and that each of the attorneys have 
agreed that the prosecutor would join in a 
recommendation as to sentencing as follows: That first 
of all the prosecutor would dismiss the remaining counts 
of the complaint of those other than counts seven and 
fourteen; the convictions would be treated as one 
behavioral incident which means that the Court would be 
imposing one sentence; that you would be sentenced 
pursuant to the applicable Sentencing Guidelines 


J 
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according to your criminal history score which would 
either result in a commitment to the Commissioner of 
Corrections of 44 months or 45 months; that you would 
receive credit for time served in custody pending your 
appearance today and also be entitled to good time 
credit if earned on the following special conditions: 
That you would cooperate with full and honest statements 
and testimony regarding the prosecution of defendants 
Swan, Kinder and MarJcham; that you would cooperate with 
a Post-Sentence Investigation; provide biological 
samples for D.N.A. analysis; voluntarily participate in 
sex offender treatment while in prison; that you provide 
a blood sample for H>X.V. analysis and agree to release 
results to the County Attorney's Office and to the 
victim; do you understand the terms of the plea 
agreement? 

A Yes. 

Q Do you agree to abide by those conditions? 

A Yes. 

Q Has your attorney told you and do you understand that if 
the Court did not approve of the plea agreement that you 
would have the absolute right to withdraw your plea of 
guilty and have a trial? 

A Yes. 

Q Except for the plea agreement has anyone made any 
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promises or threats to you or any members of your family 
or any of your friends to obtain a plea of guilty to 
these charges? 

A No. 

Q Has your attorney told you and do you understand that if 
your pleas of guilty are for any reason not accepted by 
this Court, are withdrawn by you with Court approval or 
are withdrawn by Court order on appeal or other review 
you then could stand trial on the original charges in 
the complaint and the prosecutor could proceed the same 
as though there had been no plea agreement? 

A Yes. 

Q And have you been told by your attorney and do you 

understand that if you wish to plead not guilty and have 
a jury trial that you could testify if you wished to do 
so but if you decided not to testify, then neither the 
prosecutor nor the judge could comment to the jury about 
your failure to testify? 

A Yes. 

Q Do you waive your right to remain silent and agree to 

tell the Court facts about the crimes charged in the 
complaint? 

A Yes. 

Q With your knowledge and understanding of your rights do 

you still wish to enter a plea of guilty or do you wish 
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to plead not guilty? 

Enter a plea of guilty. 

Do you make any claim that you are innocent of the 
charges? 

No. 

At the present time are you under the influence of 
intoxicating liquor or drugs or under mental disability 
or under medical or psychiatric treatment? 

No. 

Do you have any questions you would ask the Court before 
we go over a factual basis for the plea? 

No. 

Okay. For the purpose of this hearing, I'm going to 
refer to the alleged victim as because the 

individual is a juvenile; do you understand that? 

Yes. 

The complaint is charging you with two incidents that 
occurred in July of '89 involving the juvenile 
Did this occur in Hennepin County? 

Yes. 

And was a resident at that time in Lyon County? 

Yes. 

And did he reside in Lyon County with his parents? 

Yes. 

And his age is given on the complaint as less than 13 — 
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I'm sorry — at least 13 but less than 16 years of age 

2 with the date of birth of , To the best of 

3 your knowledge would that be his correct age? 

4 A Yes. 

5 Q And he would have been fifteen years of age at the time 

6 of the incident? 

7 A Yes. 

8 Q And you were aware that he was a juvenile? 

9 A Yes. 

10 Q What was your relationship to him? Had you been 

11 acquainted with him for a period of time? 

12 A Not that long. 

13 Q Did you know him before this incident occurred? 

14 A Somewhat, yeah. 

15 Q For how long? 

16 ! A I had met him approximately November the year before. 

17 , Q And where had you met him? 

18 A In Minneota. 

19 Q And this incident that occurred in July of '89, how did 

20 you come in contact with him on that occasion? 

21 A He came to a cabin, up to a cabin with another person. 

22 Q And who was that? 

23 A Gene Markham; and that was approximately July first. 

24 Q Approximately July 1 of 1989? 

25 A 1989, yes. 
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And in what county was that, do you know? 

No. It's Elysian, Minnesota. I am not sure what county 
it is. 

And so came to that cabin with this Gene Markham? 

Yes. 

And that is where you first met the juvenile in July? 
That is when I seen him again, yeah. 

All right. How or what happened to take you from 
Elysian, Minnesota, to Hennepin County? 

I was going back home and I had to work the next day. 

And you resided in Hennepin County? 

Yes. 

Was that in Eagan then? 

No, Minneapolis. 

In Minneapolis. Okay. Who accompanied you from Elysian 
to your home in Minneapolis? 

Jerry Kinder. 

And also ? 

Yes. 

The three of you left Elysian to go to Minneapolis? 

Yes. 

And upon arriving in Minneapolis, did those two 
individuals stay with you at your place in Minneapolis? 
Yes. 

Anybody else there? 
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A No. 

2 Q Approximately when did you go to Minneapolis? 

3 A July 2nd. It was on a Sunday, the first Sunday in July. 

4 Q In 1989? 

5 A Yes. 

6 Q Okay. Now the incidents are described as first incident 

7 and second incident on the complaints. When did the 

8 first incident occur? 

9 A Approximately July 3rd. 

10 Q And where did that occur? 

11 A At my apartment. 

12 Q Okay. The charge in count seven of the complaint 

13 alleges that you engaged in sexual penetration with 

14 Can you describe what you did? 

15 A Sexual contact. 

16 Q All right. Also it requires penetration. 

17 A Yes. 

18 Q Did you penetrate his body? 

19 A Yes. 

20 Q Did you sexually penetrate his body? 

21 A Yes. 

22 Q And what did you do? 

23 A Anal sex. 

24 Q And that was with your penis? 

25 A Yes. 
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Did you insert your penis in his anal cavity? 

Yes. 

And where and when did that occur on July 3rd? 

My bedroom. 

All right. You are indicating that you used no force or 
coercion? 


Yes. 


Okay. But that the force or coercion was accomplished 


by an accomplice? 

Yes. 

What did that — First, who did what and what did that 
person do? 

Had coerced him with money. 

Paid for it? 

Yes. 

Sex? 

Yes. 

This other individual offered money to to engage 

in sex? 

Yes. 

Was in fact money paid to ? 

Yes. 

How much was paid to ? 

I think about two hundred dollars. 

Would that be Jerry Kinder? 
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A Yes. 

Q All right. Two hundred dollars was paid to by 

Jerry Kinder. Was that for you and Jerry Kinder to 
engage in sex with him? 

A Yes. That is what he had said, yeah. 

Q All right. Describe to me the coercion? 

A That was with the money by Jerry Kinder. 

Q Was there any threat made to him? 

A I don't think so. I am not sure. 

Q Moving to the second complaint for a moment, it is 

alleged that a second incident occurred. If the first 
one was on about July 3 which was one day after you went 
to the Cities from Elysian, when did the next incident 
occur? 

A About July 4th. 

Q And where did that occur? 

A Same place. 

Q In your bedroom? 

A Yes. 

q Did that also involve the same sexual act? 

A Yes. 

Q And you penetrated his anus with your penis? 

A Yes. 

Q Did this involve part of the same incident of payment of 
money from Jerry Kinder to him? 
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A Yes. 

Q Okay. Attached to the complaint are police statements 
and statements by — I suppose and others — 

relating to the element of the offense that you or an 
accomplice used force or coercion. I'm going to read 
you a paragraph and I'm going to ask you to explain if 
you disagree with this version. This is a report from 
— I can't tell who made it. It is called a Department 
Corrections Sexual Abuse Report. It is as follows; 
related that Brian returned home from work and 
he was talking to Brian by the doorway of Brian's 
bedroom and all of a sudden Brian grabbed him and pulled 
him into his bedroom and threw him on the mattress." 

A No. 

Q How did he get into the bedroom? 

A He was in there. 

Q Was he in the bedroom before you went in? 

A No. He went in there but I did not force him in there. 

Q Then it goes on « stated that Brian jumped on top 

of his back and pulled down both his and Brian's 
underwear." 

A There was no force used. 

Q " stated Brian put Vaseline on his penis and then 

Brian put his penis inside of his anus." 

A That occurred but there was no force used. 
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Q There is a paragraph also that says, " stated that 

Jerry came back to Brian's apartment and gave him two 
hundred dollars that he had promised him earlier and 
then left. Brian returned home after work and was 
crying and told — told that Jerry had 

threatened him to rape or he would beat him up. 11 

Who was threatening to beat who up? 

A Kinder was threatening to beat on me because he had said 
he had paid for it and since he paid for it... 

THE COURT: Either counsel want to establish force 

or coercion? 

MR. NAATZ: Could we approach the bench, Your 

Honor? 

THE COURT: Or else give me a definition that 

includes this. Who wishes to inguire? 

MR. MACLEAN: I will, Your Honor. 

THE COURT: Mr. MacLean. 

CROS S-EXAMINATION 

BY MR. MACLEAN : 

Q Mr. Bishop, you just testified that you had sexual 

penetration with twice in that period of time? 

A Yes. 

Q Is that correct? 

A Yes. 

Q Are those the only two times that was penetrated 
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during those several days? 

A By me, yes. 

Q Was he penetrated by somebody else? 

A Jerry Kinder. 

Q How many times? 

A Approximately four or five. 

Q Four or five times in a three-day period? 

A From like Sunday through Wednesday noon, 

Q Four-day period? 

A Yeah, he left about noon or one o'clock. 

Q Now on any of those times when Jerry Kinder penetrated 
, would you say that any force or violence might 
have been used? 

A There was no force by me, 

Q No, not by you; but by Jerry? 

A Yes. 

Q Could you describe that? 

A I seen him pull him in into the bedroom by his arm at 
one time. Another time he said that he had to because 
they made a deal or he made a deal with him. 

Q Jerry Kinder told that had to have sex 

because they made a deal? 

A Yes, yes. 

Q Those two events, was there any other that you recall 
what might be called coercion or force or violence? 
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A Not that I can think of. 

Q Was anything else provided by you or Jerry Kinder to 
on those four days, any alcohol? 

A Yeah, Jerry Kinder. 

Q Any cigarettes? 

A Yeah. The only thing I provided was food. I provided 
food. 

Q You provided food? 

A Yes. 

Q Now on those two incidents that you described before 
when you had penetration with , was Jerry Kinder 

present for either one or both of those? 

A Yes. 

Q He was present during both? 

A I believe so, yes. 

Q In an adjoining room perhaps? 

A I think he was watching in the same room. 

Q Okay. At any time did you tell not to tell 

anyone else or you couldn't be friends? 

A Yes. 

Q You did tell him that? 

A Yes. 

MR. MACLEAN: I don't have any further questions, 
Your Honor. 

THE COURT: Mr. Naatz, any questions? 
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MR. NAATZ: Has this been established to the 
Court's satisfaction? 

THE COURT: I will accept the plea. 

MR. NAATZ: Could I just have a moment, Your Honor? 
THE COURT: Yes. 

(Mr. Naatz approaches witness stand and confers 
with the defendant.) 

MR. NAATZ: Just a few questions, Your Honor. 

THE COURT: Mr. Naatz. 

CROSS-EXAMINATION 

BY MR. NAATZ : 

Q Now, Mr. Bishop, in the past prior to 1989, 

? is that correct? 

A Yes. 

Q And ? 

A Yes. 

Q Now did Mr. Kinder on this weekend involving also 

coerce you or create an atmosphere for you for which 
there was pressure? 

A Yes. 

Q Could you describe that to the Court? 

A He would threaten me with that he could turn me into the 
police because I had an outstanding warrant in Faribault 
County. 

Q And Kinder knew that you had this outstanding warrant in 
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July of '89? 

A Yes. 

Q And he said he would turn you in unless what? 

A Unless he — Unless I did what he had told, what he said 
to do. 

Q What did he say to do? 

A Prior — Before that incident, allow him to have sex. 

And at that time he said that I had to, "You are going 
to because I had paid for it." 

Q Okay. Going to have sex with ? 

A Yes. 

Q Because he already paid ? 

A Yes, already paid 

Q Now the pressure that was put on you by Kinder in July 
at your apartment when was present, in your own 

mind did that arise to being a threat of bodily harm to 
you at all? 

A Yeah somewhat, yeah. 

Q Okay. Do you believe that — However you are not 
raising the defense of that you were so in fear of 
bodily harm that you were only trying to protect 
yourself or that you did this in self-defense? 

A No. 

Q Is that correct? 

A Yes. 
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HR. NAATZ: No further questions. 

THE COURT: Mr. MacLean. 

MR. MACLEAN: If I aiight, Your Honor. 
RECROSS-EXAMINATION 

BY MR. MACLEAN : 

Q Mr. Bishop, in the final analysis, these two incidents 
you voluntarily performed; is that correct? 

A Yes. 

MR. MACLEAN: No further questions. 

THE COURT: Mr. Bishop, you are excused as a 
witness. You can step down and return to the counsel table. 
(Witness excused.) 

THE COURT: For the record, the file contains a 
Notice of Execution of Arrest Warrant stating that the 
defendant was taken into custody on September 12 at about 
five-twenty p.m. That was on a Thursday. I will ask the 
defendant directly. If you were — I have a notice that you 
were placed in custody of Sheriff, a Deputy Sheriff of Lyon 

County on Thursday the I2th. Was there a detainer from 
before that? 

THE DEFENDANT: Yes. 

MR. NAATZ: Yes there was, Your Honor. 

THE COURT: What day were you first being held on 
this offense? 

THE DEPENDANT: July 30th is when the detainer came 
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into that county. 

MR. MACLEAN: Your Honor, if i might? 

THE COURT: That can't be right. 

MR. MACLEAN: Xn addition to the detainer, Mr. 
Bishop was also held on an independent and unrelated charge 
in that other county. 

THE COURT: Okay. Because our complaint — All 
right, then I better clarify the date. The order for 
detention was July 30th. 

MR. MACLEAN: That's correct, Your Honor. Mr. 
Bishop's detention and sentence in Faribault County for the 
burglary charge down there did not expire until the llth or 
12th of September. We had a hold on him throughout that time 
so that when they were done we would take over. So we were 
not detaining him per say. So I would guess that credit 
would flow from the llth or 12th. 

MR. NAATZ: Your Honor, we would be asking for 
from the time of the detainer hold on July 3 0th. We 
are not talking about a lot of time. 

THE COURT: Was a jail sentence being served in 
Faribault County? 

MR. MACLEAN: Yes, Your Honor, on the burglary. 

THE COURT: Was the sentence in Faribault County 
then completed on July 12th? 

MR. MACLEAN: On September 12, Your Honor? 
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THE COURT: I'm sorry — September 12? 

MR. MACLEAN: Yes, Your Honor, that is my 
understanding. 

MR. NAATZ: Your Honor, Mr. Bishop believes — I 
believe that he was serving jail as a condition of a 
probationary sentence. His recollection is that it expired 
on September 9th but it took a couple of days to get him down 
here. 

MR. MACLEAN: I will not challenge that, Your 

Honor. 

MR. NAATZ: That is his recollection of it. We 
would still reguest from the time of the detainer however. 

THE COURT: Okay. I would hear arguments. Any 
additional statements you wish to make, Mr. MacLean, in 
addition to the plea agreement? 

MR. MACLEAN: Your Honor, none beyond the plea 

agreement. 

THE COURT: Mr. Naatz? 

MR. NAATZ: Your Honor, we wanted to note for the 
record that jurisdiction is provided here in Lyon County in 
this matter pursuant to Minnesota Statutes 627.15 which 
allows jurisdiction in the county where the child is found 
and that would be Lyon County where is found and that 

is simply to clarify so there is no double jeopardy problem 
between here and Hennepin County where the action occurred. 
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We would ask the Court to accept the plea bargain 
agreement as set forth in the agreement between us and the 
County Attorney's Office. 

We would ask the Court to take into consideration 
that Mr. Bishop i n this case, and although 

it doesn't amount to a defense, was pressured or coerced 
himself into this act which we are talking about. 

Because of that, Your Honor, the fact that he 
we would be asking the Court to make a 
recommendation to the Commissioner of Corrections in this 
case. The recommendation would be, and it can only be a 
recommendation from the Court, but the recommendation would 
be to the Commissioner of Corrections to house Mr. Bishop in 
a different facility apart from Swan, Kinder and Markham. We 
believe that given the circumstances of the matter that that 
recommendation would be wise and Mr. Bishop would request 
that. 

MR. MACLEAN: Your Honor, the State joins in that 
request for a recommendation from the Court. 

MR. NAATZ: Other than that, Your Honor, we would 
ask the Court to accept the plea bargain agreement as 
written. 

THE COURT: Where is Markham now? He has not been 

committed? 

MR. MACLEAN: He is still as I understand — He is 
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awaiting sentencing as I believe as is Kinder. 

THE COURT: Kinder. What are their ages? 

MR. MACLEAN: The other individuals, Markham is 
fifky -s °mething and Kinder is forty-something and this 
defendant, Mr. Bishop, is 26. 

THE COURT: I would assume that Mr. Bishop on 
commitment would go to St. Cloud. 

MR. NAATZ: I believe the age of 25 is the 
breakage, Your Honor. 

THE COURT: Twenty-six. 

MR, NAATZ: And he is 26. That is why we would be 
Our request that the Court recommend a different facility. 
If the Court would like to recommend St. Cloud, that would 
probably also be a wise recommendation given the fact that he 
is 26. 

THE COURT: Mr. Markham, anything you would like to 
— I'm sorry. Mr. Bishop, anything you would like to state 
on your own behalf prior to sentencing? 

THE DEFENDANT: No. 

THE COURT: I think as far as the request on the 
State Correctional facilities, that I would not cover that in 
my sentencing. I would honor the request joined in by both 
counsel to make that recommendation. I am not going to do it 
in sentencing for two reasons. One is I do think the 
Commissioner is capable of running his own facilities; and 
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secondly, none of the three individuals named have been 
sentenced and until such time as one of those three are 
sentenced, I don't feel I want to go on record on making a 
recommendation. I don't want to presume what hasn't 
occurred. 

Lastly looking at the plea agreement, I would state 
on the record that part of the plea agreement that has been 
reached is an agreement that the defendant would be available 
and testify. By committing the defendant to the Commissioner 
of Corrections, I will lose any jurisdiction over those 
requirements so that is understood; and I am committing him 
according to Sentencing Guidelines. 

MR. NAATZ: We understand that, Your Honor. The 
defendant is agreeing to do the things listed. 

THE COURT: All right. The D.N.A. analysis I 
believe is statutory. Again, with the voluntarily 
participating in sex offender treatment program, I don't know 
that I have any authority to force him in that. Is that 
understood? 

MR. MACLEAN: Your Honor, that is understood. That 
is why we put the word "voluntarily" is there. But I am 
pleased the defendant is volunteering to do that. 

THE COURT: Mr. Bishop, what I am referring to is 
there is some items that are contained on the plea agreement 
that I intend to abide by as far as sentencing with the plea 
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agreement and by committing you to the Commissioner of 
Corrections, I have no control over what you then do. Again 
that is between — I lose jurisdiction over you by committing 
you to the Commissioner of Corrections; and secondly, as to 
the sentencing, by ordering that the sentence be carried out, 
then there is no probation. 

What one of the things that could happen to you in 
prison is you can lose good time by not complying with prison 
rules. But that is again not anything that involves me as a 
sentencing judge. You have agreed to do some things which I 
anticipate that or fully expect as far as the agreement you 
would carry out. But I am just stating on the record that 
there are some things here that I won't be the one to enforce 
having them carried out by committing you. Do you have any 
questions? 

THE DEFENDANT: No. 

THE COURT: Brian Linn Bishop, having filed with 
the Court a petition to enter pleas of guilty to two counts 
of the complaint and having in open court pleaded guilty 
thereto, 

IT IS HEREBY THE JUDGMENT AND DECREE OF THE COURT 
that you, Brian Linn Bishop, are guilty of criminal sexual 
conduct in the third degree on or about July 3, 1989, against 
a juvenile male known as who was a resident of Lyon 

County at the time of the commission of the offense. 
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Consistent with the plea agreement, and with Minnesota 
Sentencing Guidelines and finding no departure therefrom, the 
Court imposes the following sentence: 

You are hereby committed to the Commissioner of 
Corrections consistent with the Sentencing Guidelines and 
with your applicable criminal history score for a period of 
time of either 44 or 45 months; that if the Sentencing 
Guidelines Worksheet to be completed shows a criminal history 
of three, the sentence shall be 45 months; if the criminal 
history score is two, the sentence shall be 44 months. 

You shall be given credit for time in custody from 

July 9, 1991. You should be entitled to good time credit if 
earned. 

The Court would further order that you provide 
biological samples for D.N.A. analysis; that you provide a 
blood sample for H.I.V. analysis and agree to release the 
results to the County Attorney's office and to the victim 
and his family. 

Further agreements of the sentencing agreement are 
that you shall cooperate with full and honest statements of 
testimony regarding prosecutions of defendants Swan, Kinder 
and Markham; that you cooperate with a Post-Sentence 
Investigation; and that you voluntarily participate in a sex , 
offender treatment program while in prison. 

IT IS THE FURTHER JUDGMENT AND DECREE OF THE COURT 
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that you, Brian Linn Bishop, are guilty of criminal sexual 
conduct in the third degree in violation of Minnesota 
Statutes of 609.344, Subdivision 1(c), on or about July 4 , 
1991, (sic. 1989) in Hennepin County but that the victim 

was at the time a resident of Lyon County, Minnesota. 

The Court considering the incidents to be from a 
single behavioral incident, the Court will stay imposition of 
any sentence on the second conviction. 

Pursuant to the plea agreement, the remaining 
counts of the complaint are hereby dismissed. 

MR. MACLEAN: Your Honor, if I might address a 
question to the Court? 

THE COURT: Yes. 

MR. MACLEAN: I believe you stated earlier that 
credit was to run from July 9, 1991, and I believe that may 
be incorrect. 

THE COURT: All right. I cannot read my own 
writing. Credit in custody is from September 9, 1991. I am 
glad you caught the error. Any other errors or omissions? 

MR. MACLEAN: None, Your Honor. 

THE COURT: The defendant is hereby remanded to the 
custody the Sheriff. 

I am going to order that there be a Sentencing 
Guidelines Worksheet completed and filed with the Court. At 
that time I will be amending the sentence to clarify whether 
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it is 44 or 45 months. Court is adjourned.

I am a detective with the Eagan Police Department and am currently assigned to the South 
Metro Drug Task Force. This report outlines information received pertaining to the 
kidnapping of JACOB WETTERLING 

In June of 1994,1 received information from an informant who knew of a person that had 
information pertaining to a suspect in the Jacob Wetterling kidnapping. As a result of the 
aforementioned, I asked the informant to make contact with this person so that I could set 
up a time to interview her. 

On June 25, 1994, at 12:55 hours, I met with CECILIA LYNN ST. GEORGE, dob: 
11/01/54, at 1732 York Ave. in St. Paul. Upon interviewing Cecilia she provided me with 
the following information. 

In the fall of 1990 or 1991, Cecilia had an occasion to visit the residence of DEWANE 
DEMO who resides in Hoffman, Minnesota. Dewane Demo is a relative of Cecilia’s 
husband, ROBERT WAYNE ST. GEORGE, dob: 7/27/57. During this visit, Cecilia also had 
an occasion to meet an individual named JIM DEMO, also a relative of her husband. 
Cecilia at this time explained to me that she is currently in an abusive relationship with her 
husband, who is being investigated by the St Paul Police Department for Domestic Abuse 
and Criminal Sexual Conduct involving J . Cecilia further informed me 

that her husband's relatives, both Jim and Dewane Demo, both have histories and/or 
convictions of child molestation. 

As previously mentioned, Cecilia, herhusbandand children ultimately spentthe night, while 
at the Dewane Demo residence in Hoffman, Minnesota. Cecilia indicated to me that, upon 
meeting Jim Demo, she immediately associated him with a composite sketch that was 
distributed pertaining to a possible suspect in the Jacob Wetterling kidnapping. As a result. 
Cecilia took a photograph of Jim Demo, which is attached to this report. Throughout the 
visit, Cecilia was very nervous around Jim Demo and bothered by his demeanor around 
her children. Cecilia states that he spoke abrasively to her children, and on one occasion, 
stated to her young son, "You, boy, come over here. Get over here now." In addition, 
Cecilia stated that her mother-in-law was also present during this visit and was extremely 
nervous that the boys would be staying overnight in the house As a result, the mother-in- 
law continually checked on the boys while they were sleeping throughout the night. 

Cecilia concluded this interview by indicating that both Jim and Dewane Demo are very 
heavy drinkers and spend a lot of time together, fishing at a lake in the area of Hoffman. 
Cecilia does not know the address of Jim Demo; she only knows that he visits his brother 
frequently at the Hoffman residence. At the time of this visit, in the fall of 1990 or 1991, Jim 
Demo was believed to be driving an older pickup truck, blue and white in color.

Cecilia's reluctancy to report this information was as the result of her abusive relationship 
with her husband.

If you have the opportunity, please tell the Wetterling parents that I admire 
their co^age in trying to provide a normal (whatever that can be) life for 
their other children.

Police: Benton County

Pauly remains in the Wright County 
Jail on $150,000 bail 
The victim of the 1992 assault* who is 
now 17, needed only moments at a line¬ 
up Thursday to pick out Pauly as her 
attacker, said Benton County Sheriff 
Frank Wippler 

Shortly afterward, Pauly admitted to 
the assault to investigators. 

The girl had been walking near her 
home south of Foley in March 1992 
when a man forced her into his car, 
police said. He drove her to Palmer Park 
in Sherburne County where he choked 
her and japed her He then returned the 
victim to the area where she was abduct¬ 
ed and dropped her off. 

The county attorney offices in Benton 
and Sherburne counties were expected 
to file charges of kidnapping, false 
imprisonment and first-degree criminal 
sexual conduct today, according to a 
joint announcement from Wippler and 
Sherburne County Sheriff Dick 


Witsdien. 

“This caused a lot of concern,” Wip¬ 
pler said of the 1992 incident, “This 
should make people feel safer that this 
person isn't out there driving the roads ” 
The 1992 incident bears several simi¬ 
larities to the one on Saturday. In that 
case, however, the girl caused such a 
commotion in Pauly's car that he 
dropped her off unharmed 30 minutes 
after taking her, according to a criminal 
complaint filed against him. 

Police continue their investigation of 
Pauly for possible links to other assaults 
in the area. 

Investigators have been checking into 
his past to see if he had any involvement 
in one of the area's most notorious 
crimes against a child: The 1989 abduc¬ 
tion in St. Joseph of Jacob Werterling. *, 
Steams County Sheriff Jim Kostreba 
said Pauly was discharged from the U.S. 
Army on Oct. 20, 1989 — two days 
before the abduction of Wetterling. But 
he was discharged in Oklahoma and 
investigators do not believe he was 
involved, although they are still check¬ 
ing out his alibi. 

Neighbors of Pauly described him as 
an agitated man who kept to himself. 
One couple said they instructed their 
kids to stay away from his home. He was 
known to curse loudly and in one 
instance threw a malfunctioning lawn 
mower against his garage 
He apparently was evicted last week 
and the house is now empty and locked. 
Next-door neighbor Greg Kjellberg 
said Pauly was not very neighborly, but 
he was surprised at the news of the alle¬ 
gations against Pauly. 

“I was shocked that it was my next- 
door neighbor” KjeUberg, who has a 12- 
year old daughter “But I never noticed 
anything weird." 4 

Police originally listed the address of 
his parents in Albany as Pauly's address. 
But neighbors said they believed he 
lived outside of Monticello for about 
three or four years.

His 
hair is described as sandy blond and 
shaggy. 

The man.whowasa passenger in the 
car, also wore dark sunglasses and had 
a low, raspy voice, according to a press 
release. 

The car is described as a large, rusty, 
two-door dark green model with a large 
rust spot below a passenger side win¬ 
dow. Its make, model and year are un- 
known. 

The driver of the car, who is not pic¬ 
tured, is described as a male. No other 
details were available. 

According to the press release, the 
passenger tried to pull the girl through 


the window after grabbing her right 
hand. He had asked her for directions to 
a Foley location she did not recognize. 

The girl pinched the man to free her¬ 
self and went to the nursing home in 
Foley, where authorities were called. It 
is unknown which way the car went 

Authorities believe the suspect and 
vehicle may be connected to a similar 
abduction attempt Monday in St. 
Cloud.

On Wednesday, February 8, 1995, JUDITH M. HAHN called the Eau Claire 
County Sheriff's Office Detective Bureau regarding concerns involving 
the Jacob Wetterling case originating out of Stearns County, 
Minnesota. HAHN explained that when she originally saw the composite 
sketch of the suspect in the Wetterling matter, she felt there was a 
strong similarity to the appearance of JAMES ARLO HENDERSON. 
HENDERSON is said to be a former family friend who was charged and 
eventually convicted of sexually assaulting 

Most recently, HENDERSON has been charged with additional county ut 
sexual assaults in Chippewa County, and in an act of retaliation 
HENDERSON was recently shot in the hand by the mother of one of the 
alleged victims. HENDERSON is currently awaiting trial on the sexual 
assault charges as is his assailant. 


HAHN states that she reported her concerns regarding HENDERSON some 
time ago to the Eau Claire County Sheriff's Office through Detective 
Sgt. Terrance Biddle. she states that Biddle informed her that 
HENDERSON was discounted as a suspect at that time. Her concerns 
regarding HENDERSON were renewed as a result of the new sexual abuse 
charges and she feels strongly that he is a viable suspect. 


Information obtained from the Chippewa County Sheriff’s Office 
indicates that HENDERSON is 6'2", 200#, and is described as having a 

large build. He is said to have blue eyes and brown -

Hi Dick, I apologize for being so late in getting this information to you. 

We all use the "busy" excuse but last night's news of the girl from North Dakota 
jarred me loose. I wish this could be more definite but perhaps it might offer 
some clues or fill-in some pieces of the puzzle. 

After I had the dream I retold to mv brother-in-law who is a police officer for 
the St. Louis *ark Dept, and he said I should phone the Wetterling Hot Line which 
I did. But I'm sure thev received so much information and this was perhaps so 
vague that it did not mean much. (it occurred within a few weeks or months of 
Jacob's abduction) 

The dream occurred that night after reading an article about Jacob. The dream 
was not telling me that Jacob was indeed one of the victims but there were 

several. Hy impression was that there were five or six and they were children 

under the age of fifteen. I was in a lawn, it was not a field but definitely 
a lawn that was mowed but the grass was 5-6" high and not mowed as a matter of 
pride but as an obligation. T he propertv was owned bv this man's mother. I 
did not see a house but had the impression there was a home there and the mother
